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MEMBERS HOPEFUL OF MAKING A 
REVISION. 

THE PROSPECT THOUGRT TO BE BETTER— 
VIEWS OF SENATORS AND MEMBERS— 

AN EXTRA SESSION NOT PROBABLE. 
Wasuincton, Jan. 29.—‘“Three days 
ago,” said a New-York Representative, Mr. 
John Van Voorbis, “it appeared to me that 
we should not get a tariff bill through at this 
session. Now, however, I think the prospect 
is better. The Republicans are working well 
together, and with the five-minute rule in 
operation it may be possible to get the bill 
over to the Senate in a fortnight.” This ex- 
pression may be taken as the view of many 
members who were disposed last week to take 
a gloomy view of tariff legislation. Sen- 
ator Platt, when asked this after- 
moon what he thought the chances were, 
replied: ‘Oh, I believe we shall pass a bill. 
The Senate will to-night complete the metals 
schedule and be ready to-morrow to go on 
with the consideratien of the sugar schedule. 
We have got along very well with metals— 
much better than might have been expected, 
for the subject is a complicated one and the 
tendency on the Democratic side to debate 
every line of it has made progress with it 
necessarily slow. There may bea prolonged 
debate on sugar and a good deal of 
talk when the schedules of cotton goods 
and wools and woollens are reached. But 
we are all determined to sit every night, and 
l expect that we shall get over all the knotty 
points and have the bill in conference commit- 
tee by Feb. 5.” This very cheerful view did 


not take into consideration the possibility of a 
renewal of the discussion on the internal rev- 
enue changes, which Senator Mahone regards 
as very important to be settled in the mterest 
of business, now more than ever ted. 
Talking this afternoon about the bill, he ex- 
pressed a good deal of impatience at the uncer- 
tain course pursued by the Republicans. *‘‘ It 
seems to me,” said he, ‘‘that much time could 
have been saved and the appearance of a lack 
of harmony avoided by calling a caucus to 
run over bill and decide what ought to be 
done. Then the Senators from the several sec- 
tions could have presented the needs of busi- 
ness interests with which they are acquainted 

an understanding could have been reached 
valmly, and on all the propositions upon which 
they have been divided in action there could 
have been a solid and effective vote. The re- 
sult would not, I reckon, have been less satis- 
factory to everybody than that secured now 
after long and acrimonious debate.” Mr. Ma- 
hone thinks that the internal revenue tax on 
bobacco should be taken off or put at 8 cents, 

os that it was a mistake not to dispose of the 

ternal Revenue bill first. 

Mr. Ingalls, Mr. Plumb, Mr. Conger, and 
Mr. Van Wyck, (who breaks forth in tariff for 
revenue hes every day or two, to the dis- 
gust of his high protection associates,) are by 
no means confident that a bill will pass. Mr. 
Allison is doubtful, though he thinks the Sen- 
ate is making progress. Mr. Sherman is 
fiisappointed with the iron amendments, as he 
regards them unjust to the miners and pig- 
iron manufacturers. He looks to the confer- 
euce committee to right all wrongs perpe- 
trated by the majority in the Senate, and he 
believes with Mr. Platt that there will not be 
a renewal of the debates upon the report of 
the conference of the two houses. 

On the Democratic side there is not much 
tonfidence in the expressed determination of 
the Republicans to pass the bill. Mr. Beck 
says he will do all he can to pass a perfected 
bill. He has won a reputation for talking a 
good deal ou every proposition merely for the 
sake of talk. He does not deserve this, how- 
ever. During the debate he has several times 
Risavowed any such intention, and has de- 
ctlared that it was far from bis purpose to force 
free trade notions upon the Senate. That this 
is true was shown a day or two ago, when he 
spoke and voted against the proposition to put 
cotton-ties on the free list for the reason, as he 
feciared, that such an amendment would be 
an unjust discrimination in favor of one 
form of manufactured iron. However

Some intimations have been made that the 
President has determined, in the event of a 
failure on the part of Congress to pass a tariff 
bill before March 4. to call an extra session of 
the Forty-eighth Congress especially to con- 
sider the subject. Inquiry was to-day made 
of the seve leading Republican Senators to 
learn whether they had received any such inti- 
mation, directly or indirectly, from the Presi- 
dent. Not one was found who either knew 
or believed in any such peruse in the 
President’s mind, and the general impression 
was that the President could scarcely have 
found it necessary to give serious thought to 
such a proposition before it bad become ap- 
ont that all hope of rassing a bill was past. 

the chances of ¥ guerred a billin an extra 
session, if Democratic expressions are worth 
ything, would not be flattering. The new 
Senate ‘would die eye at mes 
probably not agre> upon a bill. . Flower, 
pf New-York, said a few days ago: “If a 
tariff bill is not by this Congress it 
will not be by the next, and the subject 
will probably go over for two or four years,”’ 

Now that the House has begun work on the 
bill, some of the Republican members speak 
favorably of the su tion to hold night ses- 
sions, believing that the disposition of certain 
Democrats to obstruct business would be 
curbed by an exhibition on the part of the Re- 
publicans of a more industrions spirit. Ex- 
perience has shown, however, that it is very 
difficult to get a quorum in night sessions and 
many 4 night session has been wasted on that 
account.

SENATE REORGANIZATION. 
CANDIDATES FOR THE OFFICES AND 

THEIR PROSPECTS OF SUCCESS. 
Wasurneton, Jan. 29.—As the end of the 
‘session draws near the propesed reorganization 
of the Senate begins to attract more attention. 
The officers of the Senate are now Democrats, 
and Mr. David Davis, whose term wil! expire on 
March 3, is the President pro tem. The com- 
mittees are organized in favor of the Republi- 
pan side. Since the memorable contest of the 
Spring of 1881 Mr. Riddleberger, of Virginia, 
who was then the candidate of the Republicans 
and of Mr. Mahone for Sergeant-at-Arms, has 


become a Senator. The remaining gentlemen 
pn the ticket proposed at that time are still 
didates. They are George C. Gorham, for 
‘ ; Charlies W. Johnson, of Minnesota, 
for ing Clerk, and James R. Young, now 
Chief Clerk of the Department of Justice, for 
Pxecutive Clerk. Mr. Riddleberger being out 
pf the race, the candidate for Sergeant-at- 
Arms is George W. Hooker, of Vermont, now 
nt-at-Arms of the House. Mr. Gorham 
‘tells his friends that he expects to be elected 
. In the Spring of 1881 be had the 
of Mr. Mahone. It is understeod, 
however, that several Senators who see no ne- 
ressity for publiclyepposing Mr.Gorbam at this 
time, will not vote for him, and there seems 
to be good authority for the statement that he 
will not be elected.

Mr. Davis may decide to resign his office be- 
fore March 3, and that the election of Mr. 
Anthony in his place may occur before the 
end of the session, so that a special session can 
be avoided. It does not appear that any one 
has yet been brought forward as a substitute 
for Mr. Gorham. There will probably be no 
objection to the candidacy of either Mr. John- 
son or Mr. Young.

EXECUTIVE BUSINESS. 
SOME NEW-YORK APPOINTMENTS AND CON- 
FIRMATIONS. 

Wasatneton, Jan. 29.—An early execu- 
tive session of the Senate was held to-day, 
when, among other nominations reported, 
those of Gen. A, P. Ketchum for Appraiser 
and Mr. George H. Starbuck for Supervising 
Inspector of Steam Vessels were presented by 
the Commerce Committee. A motion was 
made by Mr. Conger, it is said, who is op- 
posed to Starbuck’s confirmation, that the 
two cases be put upon the executive calen- 
dar. This was not objected to, as it is 
customary to let nominations, to which there 
is any objection, take just the course proposed. 


As there is no objection to the confirmation of 
either of the men named on the Democratic 
side, and as only one or two Republicans are 
suspected of any intention to fight them, they 
will both probably be confirmed at the next 
executive session. Mr. Ketchum’s nomination 
is said to have been unanimously approved by 
the Commerce Committee, while report also 
says that Mr. Conger was the only opponent 
of Starbuck, not because he knows of anything 
against Starbuck, but because he has an 
old ney with Gen. Dumont, the In- 
spector- eral, and makes his fight against 
Starbuck es the onlv way of expressing his 
disapproval of a candidate for whom Gen Du- 
mont is said to have high personai regard. 

The nominations of several Postmasters 
were sent to the Senate to-day for towns in 
New-York. Among them were those of D. 8S. 
seengntio, for Fishkill-on-the-Hudson ; C. St. 
John, Jr., for Port Jervis; R. H. Hunter, for 
Poughkeepsie, and Edward F. Grose, for 
Ballston. All but the last were renominations. 
Mr. Grose’s nomination was recommended 
by Representative George West, who is highly 
gratified with it. The incumbent, Mr. Ed- 
monds, who was appointed a year ago, is 
obliged to give up the office in consequence of 
poor health, and Mr. Grose is selected to suc- 
ceed him asa young and active Republican. 
Appointments fall due, and may be expected 
ina few days, for the Post Offices at Delhi, 
Mexice, Randolph, Richfield Springs, Sher- 
burne, Watkins. and Whitehall. The terms 
of the Postmasters at all of these offices expire 
in January.

Charles V dnam, the English comedian, 
now playing here in *‘ Brighton,” was playing 
in this city when the war broke out, and he 
then enlisted in the Union army as Surgeon, 
with the rank of Major., He took part in the 
Red River expedition. ‘Gen. Sherman will at- 
tend the performence to-morrow evening, and 
renew his acquaintance,with Mr. Wyndham, 
and the President will go some evening toward 
the end of the week. 

Ex-Gov. Alexander R. Shepherd, of this 
District, who is interested in extensive mining 
operations at Batopilas, Mexico, writes to a 
friend in this city that while in the city of 
Chihuahua recently he saw the day deposits of 
the passenger agent of the Mexican Central 
Railway from El Paso to Chihuahua, which 
avera: nearly $800 per day, although the 
road been open for travel only a few 
months. ‘‘The future of this country,” he 
adds, ‘will be greater than any one sup- 
poses, and in a term of five years she will rank 
as one of the first powers of the world.”’ 

The bourbon whisky men are very anxious 
for the passage of the bill for the extension of 
the bonded period as amended by the Senate, 
and they are supported by bankers, who are 
interested in the bonded whisky. ‘Lhe amount 
which must be withdrawn and on which the 
tax must be paid under existing laws on or 
before Feb. 6, is about 850,000 gallens, the 
tax amounting to between $700,000 and $800,- 
000, There are to be withdrawals every month 
on the corresponding date, and if the bill 
should not be passed at this session, nearly 13,- 
000,000 gallons must be withdrawn, tax paid, 
before the beginning of the next regular ses- 
sion, The tax on this will amount to $11,000,- 
000. A part of this would be withdrawn in 
the natura] course of trade, wkether the bill 
should be passed or not. 

A part of the money appropriated in River 
and Harbor bills has been expended in remov- 
ing logs and overhanging trees from rivers. 
Reports recently made show that $16,750 was 
spent last year in removing 2,065 overbanging 
trees, logs, and snags from the Oconee River 
in Georgia. This work is about one-third 
done and $10,000 is required for the coming 
year. Overhanging trees and snags have 

mn removed annualiy for several years 
from the Chattahoochee River, in Georgia, 
and the engineers ask for $100,000 for the 
coming year. The nature of the work is 
shown by theirstatement that: an entire sus- 
pension of the work would prove very 
detrimental te the public interest, he- 
cause snags and land-slides obstruct the 
channel after each freshet. On the Flint 
River in Georgia 5,000 overhanging trees and 
snags were removed last year, and the 
engineers ask for $75,000 next year. Com- 
merce, it is suid, will derive yo great beneilt 
from the work already done until the 
snags and overbanging trees are removed 
upon another part of the river. An appropri- 
ation of $40,000 is recommended for establish- 
ing a channel three feet deepin the Altamaha 


River.

THE HAWAIIAN SUGAR TREATY. 
MR. BELMONT SUBMITS A MINORITY REPORT 
ON THE SUBJECT. 


» WasuincTon, Jan. 29.—In the House to- 
day Mr. Belmont, from the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, submitted his own minority opinion in re- 
gard to the joint resolution “ providing condi- 
tionally for the termination of the treaty of the 
United States with the Hawaiian -Government 
signed June 3, 1875." After a brief statement of 
the case, Mr. Belmont proceeds to consider what 
the treaty stipulates, and comes to the conclusion 
that it provides for the free importation of sugar 
from the Hawaiian Islands in all cases where the 


Customs officers aro satisfied: (1.) That the sugar 
is the growth and manufacture of the Hawaiian 
Islands. (2.) That it eomes within the phrase, ** Mus- 
covado, brown, and all other unrefined sugars." 
(3.) That it is of the grade commonly imported 
from the Hawaiian Islunds before 1875 as “ Sand- 
wich Islands sugar,”’ and of the grade known in 
the markets of Sen Francisco and Portland as 
“Sandwich jlelands sugar.’ Mr, Belmont then 
says: “The joint resolution reported ‘bv a ma- 
jority of the committee will, if adopted by Con- 
gress, be a direction to the President to carry ona 
negotiation with a foreign power upon a prescribed 
line, accompanied by an implied menace to that 
foreign Government that if the negotiation fails 
the American Government will give notice of 
termination, provided for by the fifth article of the 
treaty. Would Congress direct such a menace to 
be addressed under such circumstances to 
@ great power like Germany or Great Britain ? 
| There are, as it seems to me, grave ovjec- 
tions to such preposed interference by the 
houses of Congress with the treaty-making power.” 
Mr. Be)mout then reviews the proceedings before 
the committee, for the purpose of showing that

the evils complained of in connection with the 
treaty are not due to any inherent defect or vice in 
the treaty itself, but rather to the fact that the 
consular and Customs officers who have adminis- 
tered the law to enforce the treaty have beer either 
incompetent or corrupt. All the evidence, he says, 
goes to show that under cover of this treaty there 
bas been perpetrated one of the most colossal 
frands against the revenue of this Govern- 
ment that has ever been brought to light. 
Those toaking the entry and all Customs officers 
concerned in such fraud upon the revenue are lia- 
ble to fine and imprisonment. If the persons who 
have made the fraudulent entries of sugar are in 
the United States both civil and criminal proceed- 
inge can be begun against them by the Govern- 
ment. Certain it is that these fraudulent appli- 
ances and practices can be prevented in the future. 

Mr. Belmont concludes with the following rec- 
ommendation: “I eannot butthink that instead 
of adopting the joint resolution reported by a ma- 
jority of the Committee on Foreign Affairs, it is 
the duty of Congress to immediately adopt a joint 
resolution of something like the following tenor: 
Resolved, &c., That the President of the United 

States be directed to institute an immediate inquiry 
respecting the frauds upon the revenue of the United 
States in violation of the act of Congress, approved 
Aug. 15, 1876, chapter 290, entitled, **An act to carry 
into effect a convention between the United States of 
Americaand his Majesty Kingor the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands,” signed on Jan. 30, 1875, which frauds have 
been set forth and described in the printed 
copy of “Notes of hearing before the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs of the House of 
Representatives on the bill (1. R. 2,924) to terminate 
said treaty.”” And if itishall appear to_ the President 
that any such frauds upon the revenue have been per- 

etrated, then the rpetrators and all concerned 
herein, and especially all guilty diplomatic or consu- 
lar officers of the United States, if any there be, shall 
be immediately proceeded against by criminal prose- 
cutions; and also civil proceedings shall be begun to 
ferfeit the sugars, or recover the value of any sugars, 
that have beenentered atany Custom-house of the 
United States in violation of Customs laws. And, fur. 
ther, that the President be directed to report to Con- 
gress all the evidence obtained by him in respect to 
such frauds, and what steps be has taken under this 
resolution and the results thereof. 
It also seems to me most proper that all fur- 
ther action respecting a notice to his Majesty the 
King of the Hawaiian Islands of the wish of the 
United States that the treaty be terminated shall 
be postponed untila message from the President 
shall have been received by Congress in reply to 
the proposed resolution.”’ 
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NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 29, 1883. 
Gen. Walker to-day took formal charge of 
the Census Bureau. He was cordially welcomed 
by the employes.

Mr. T. J. Sullivan. the assistant chief of the 
bureau, will act as chief until the appointment of 
a successor to Col. Irish. 


In the Court of Claims to-day judgment for 
$32,750 was rendered in the case of the Executors 


of James Green, which wasa ciaim against the 
United States for the use of the Mansion House in 
Alexandria during the war. The case of Jebn 
Thornley, involving the right of retired naval offi- 
cers to receive ote J pay was dismissed. 
Gherardi Davis, of New-York, and Frederick Van 
Vieck, of Brooklyn, were appointed Commissioners 
to take testimony. 


The American Seamen’s Friend Society of 
New-York protests against ‘the proposed transfer 


of the service relating to the shipping of seamen 
from the shipping commission to the Collector of 
the Port. It alleges that the transfer would be 
followed by “all of the intolerable evils incident to 
the old system of shipping seamen," and wouid 
“throw the common sailor back again to where 
he formerly was, to be the victim of gross injus- 
tice, demoralization, and wrong from which he is 
now measurably delivered.’’ Senator Lapham this 
morning presented the memorial to the Senate. 


Mr. Deuster, from Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, reported to the House to-day a substitute 


for the resolution introduced by kim which pro- 
osed the termination of the treaty between the 
Inited States and North German Union. The sub- 
etitute requests the President to take steps toward 
negotiating a new treaty with the German Empire 
forthe purpose of securing more liberal and just 
rovisions respecting the rights of citizens, native 
rn or naturalized, of the United States and of the 
German Empire. 


Mr. Duester, of Wisconsin, introduced a bill 
to-day directing the Commissioner of Agriculture 


to set apart for distribution among the sufferers by 
the late disastrous floods in the Valley of the 
Rhine, Germany, such quantities of seeds, plants, 
Vines, saplings, or grains as may not be required 
for the ordinary uses of the Department of Agricul- 
ture at the present time, and to receive such con- 
tributions of grain, &c., for the same purpose from 
private persons, and to make proper provisions for 
their storage, shipment, and delivery. 
‘ The provision for the purchase of the Roch- 
ambeau papers and{the Carpenter law reports re- 
orted to-day by Mr. Sherman from the Senate 
ibrary Committee, appropriates $20,000 for the 
former and $8,000 for the latter ccllection. The 
Rochambeau collection embraces about 1,800 docu- 
ments relating to the operatiens of the French 
troops under the Marquis of Rochambeau in the 
American War of independence, and includes 152 
letters from Washington te Rochambeau. The Car- 
penter papers include the records of the United 
’States Supreme Court from the January term in 
1832, when they were first printed, down to the end 
of the October term of 1877, also briefs of counsel 
in the court from 1861 to 1877—in all 406 printed 
volumes. The committee say in their report that 
ex-Senator Carpenter’s collection is of great value 
to the Government owing tothe fact that there are 
only three complete sets of the reports and briefs 
in existence. 


Mr. Guenther, of Wisconsin, introduced this 
morning two bills relating to immigration. The 


first is intended as a substitute for the * head mon- 
ey” bill of jast August, and its enactment would 
repeal that law. It provides for a commission, to 
be appointed by the President, to consist of three 
Commissioners at New-York and one for each of 
the cities of Baltimore, Boston, Charleston, Phila- 
delphia, San Francisco, New-Orleans, and Huron, 
to act as agents of the Government in col- 
lecting and disbursing the head money in 
place of State boards. The other bill has for 
its purpose the assimilation of the immigration laws 
(so far as they relate to transportation, treatment 
of passengers, &e.) of the United States with those 
of England and Germany. It provides for a com- 
mission of three to inquire into the matter and 
formulate a law, which shall be submitted to the 
Governments of England and Germany, and in 
case of acceptance reported to Congress for enact- 
ment. In the event of non-acceptance, it provides 
for a joint commission of the several countries to 
confer and agree upon the desired laws, the com- 
pensation of the Commissioners to be hereafter 
fixed at a reasonable rate per day while actually 
engaged on the work.

GAMBLING IN STOCKS. 
—_——_——_—_—— 
PENNSYLVANIA’S SUPREME COURT REFUSES 
TO RECOGNIZE A SPECULATIVE DEBT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 29.—The Supreme 
Court of Pennsyivania, sitting in this city, to-day 
rendered a decision of much interest to stock spec- 
ulators. Walter F. Pattison and Robert Thompson, 
since dead, entered into an arrangement in 1873 to 
buy and sell stocks, each agreeing to furnish half 
the money required. Mr. Thompson was President 
of the Philadelphia and Erie Railroad, and repre- 


sented that he was thoroughly familiar with the 
methods of stock speculations, of which his part- 
ner was ignorant. Pattison contributed as his 
share of the capital $3,000 cash, 45 
shares of , Philadelphia and Erie  kailroad 
stock, and $3,000 of Lehigh Valley Railroad 
bends, which were handed over by Thompson to 
his brother-in-law, J. Hilborn Jones, a member of 
the Philadelphia Stock Board, who was the broker 
selected to transact the business. Each order given 
the broker was in accordance with the usual 
method of poesapee and sale, although no stocks 
were actually delivered. Pattison finally began to 
suspect from the heavy calls made upon him by the 
broker that his partner, Thompson, was not paying 
his share, and learned from the broker that 
Thompson had furnished no money whatever to- 
wards the supposed mutual capital, and that a loss 
of several thousand dollars had beenincurred. A 
statement of an account was subsequently agreed 
upon, wherein the amount ef $2.457 76 was admit- 
ted to be due by Thompson as his share of the 
losses. Upon this suit was brought in 1880, but be- 
fore trial Thompson died, and wher his estate came 
up for adjudication, the Orphans’ Court refused to 
recognize the claim. 

In disposing of the case to-day the Supreme 
Court suid: “The magnitude of the purchases 
made and the limited amount of money advanced 
can lead to one conelusion only.

PATCHING UP A CABINET 
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PART. OF THE FRENCH MINISTERS 

i RETAIN OFFICE. 

M.¢ FALLIERES | MADE | PREMIER—THE . DE- 
BATE ON THE EXPULSION BILL BEGUN— 
M. FABRE’8 MEASURE SUPPORTED. 

Paris, Jan. 29.—M. Jules Ferry has de- 
clined to undertake the formation of a Cabi- 
net. Ithas been decided, therefore, to revert 
to a combination Ministry under the 
Presidency of MM. Fallitres, all the 
late Ministers except M. Duclerc, 
Gen. Billot, and Admiral Janréguiberry, 
retaining their portfolios. M. Tirard will be 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, M. de Mahy Min- 
ister of Marine ad interim, and M. Thibaudin 
Minister of War. At a mecting of the Cabi- 
net this morning, M. Fallitres was appointed 
President of the Council, and, ad interim, Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day M. Fal- 
litres explained the divergence of views which 
led to the resignation of the late Ministry. He 
said though the new Ministry is not 
completely formed, it placed itself at 
the disposal of the Chamber, as _ the 
interests of the country required that the 
question raised should be promptly settled. 


MM. Cassagnac and Delamotte proposed an 
adjournment of the debate until after the ap- 
pointment of a Minister of War, whose de- 
partment was specially concerned. M. Fal- 
liéres replied that the bill before the Chamber 
was nota military, but a pelitical measure. 
The Chamber decided to begin the debate 
forthwith. 

M. Demun contended that the real conspira- 
tors against the Government were the Repub- 
licans themselves, M, Favreclaimed liberty for 
the republic to take legitimate measures in its 
own defense. M. Ribot said he could not agree 
te exceptional measures. He congratulated the 
outgoing Ministers on their attitude. The 
only danger to the republic, he said, was per- 
petual crises, which raised doubts as to the 
stability of republican institutions. lt be- 
hooved the Chamber to strengthen the repub- 
lic by a temperate and tranquilizing course. 
M. Floquet said his object was to protect the 
republic, which was threatened by pretensions 
that had begun to have an effect. The debate 
was then adjourned. 

Prince Jerome’s counsel have addressed to 
the Minister of Justice a strong protest against 
the continued imprisonment of the Prince. 

Ata meeting of the Municipal Council to- 
day the Prefect of Police was asked for infor- 
mation in regard to the alleged monarchist 
plots. He declined to reply tothe question ad- 
dressed to him, and the council thereupon, by 
a vote of 30 to 1, passed a resolution suppress- 
ing the Prefecture, and placing the Pelice 
force under the supervision of the Municipal 
Council. 

The new Ministry are prepared to support 
M. Fabre’s compromise measure. 

The Police have discovered at Ternes two 
trunks, sealed with the imperial arms, which 
Prince Jerome had removed there the day be- 
fore his arrest. They contained papers which 
the Judge having charge of the investigation 
in the Prince’s case regards as important. 

The Union, the organ of the Count de 
Chambord, savs: *‘We have too much re- 
spect for the truth to deny the existence of a 
monarchical conspiracy. We have encour- 
aged it by speech and writing and salute the 
development of it with joy.”’ 

BERLIN, Jan, 29.—The German press does 
not evince much interest in the crisis 
in France, The Radical papers, however, 
decidedly side with the Orleanists and 
consider their banishment as a manceuvre 
unworthy of the French Republic. The Kreuz 
Zeitung condems and the Cologne Gazette 
supports the Orleans Princes. The Bérsen 
Courier and the National Zeitung say that 
the Fallitres Ministry will only serve as a stop- 
gap in the present crisis in France.

BRITISH STORMS AND FLOODS. 
VESSELS DRIVEN ASHORE—GREAT LOSS OF 
LIFE—MEETING OF EN6LISH LAKES. 

Lonpon, Jan. 29.—The storm still contin- 
ues. A vessel, supposed to be the steamer 
Black Watch, was sunk to-day off Mumble’s 
Head. ‘I'wenty-six persons were drowned. 
She is of 1,397 tons burden and belongs to Car- 
diff. 

A steamer is supposed ‘to have foundered 
with all hands, 20 in number, near Portheawl. 

The British bark Argo, Capt. Humble, from 
New-York Jan. 11, for Queenstown, is ashore 


at Ballycotton Island. Assistance has been 
sent to her. 

The British iron ship Plassey, of 1,683 tons, 
belonging to London, is ashore at Hythe. She 
has lost her rudder, but is tight. Her crew 
landed safely. 

The Norwegian bark AAeslgunde went ashore 
at Fleetwood, and has become a total wreck. 
The crew were saved. 

The British bark Rance, from Liverpool, for 
Galveston, has returned to Liverpool She lost 
sails and sustained other damage. 

The Norwegian brig Ceres, Capt. Olsen, 
from Galveston Nov. 30, for Queenstown, has 
taken refuge at Whitehaven. Her foremast is 
sprung. She has lost sails, is leaky, and badly 
strained. 

The British bark Royal Tar, Capt. Firkin, 
from Philadelphia, for Liverpool, Dec. 31, has 
been driven into Penarth Roads. Her decks 
had been swept and other damage done, One 
man was lost. 

Ten bodies have been washed ashore near 
Penarth. 

The heaviest floods that heve occured in the 
British lake district for 20 years now prevail. 
Lakes Derwentwater and Bassenthwaite now 
join and a portion of Keswick is submerged. 

A large schooner-rigged steamer, about 1,200 
tons burden, is wrecked off Tuscar Light. It 
is feared the crew are lost,

RUSSIA, GERMANY, AND AUSTRIA. 
THE SIGNIFICANCE ATTACHED TO M. DE 
GIERS’S TOUR. 

Lonpow, Jan. 29.—A Berlin correspond- 
ent says the Czar is making efforts to bring 
about the former friendly relations between 
Russia and Germany. 

Another Berlin correspondent says the visit 
of M. de Giers to Vienna has resulted in a 
complete understanding between Russia and 
Austria on the leading political questions, and 
also in the arrangement of the differences 
regarding the navigation of the Danube. The 
Emperor William has approved the plan of 
Gen. Count von Moltke, Chief of Staff, for 
strengthening the. fortifications at Kiel. 

The Austrian newspapers are busily discuss- 
ing the significance of the visit of M. 
de Giers to Vienna. They are mostly 
inclined to attribute to it considerable 
impofttance. They point to the length of 
his interview with Count Kalnoky, the Aus- 
tro-Hungerian Foreign Minister; Prince Hen- 
A VIL. of Reuss, the German Ambassador to 

ienna; the Archdukes, the Emperor, and 
others, and to the circumstance that at about 
the same time the Grand Duke Nicholas 
had an interview with Prince Bismarck at 
Berlin. A majority of the dispatches from 
the Continent to the London newspapers state 
that the prevailing opinion is that what- 
ever was conceded by Count Kalnoky to 
M. de Giers, was conceded with the 
full concurrence and approval of Germany. 
The Neue Freie Presse, of Vienna, says: ‘In 
preparation for M. de Giers’s visit to Vienna, 
a settlement of the various questions was 
negotiated through the Austrian Ambassador 
at St. Petersburg. According to this account 
it was agreed that Servia and Montenegro 
should for the present be satisfied. Russia 
will support Austria at the London conference 
on the Danubian question, and at Constan- 
tinople concerning the quostion of the junction 
of the Austrian and Turkish railways. In re- 
turn, Austria will .aake no objection to tne 
eventual junction f Bulgaria and East- 
ern Roumelia.” The same paper hears that 
M. de Giers, in his interview with Prince Bis- 
marck at Varzin, touched upon the entry of 
Russia into the Austro-German ailiiance, 
but met with a refuse! While M de 


Giers was at Vienna he had an interview 
with a priest of the Russian Church there, 
who passes for one of the best-informed 
men, regarding the Panslar agitation, 
and «is supposed to have heard his 
views and not neglected to give him his 
Official views on agitation with the 
view of correcting any illusions that the Pen- 
slavs may cherish. Not a single journalist 
succeebed in having an interview with M. de 
Giers while he was in Vienna. Two days be- 
fore his arrival an imperial messenger from 
St. Petersburg brought detailed instructions to 
M. de Giers. The Standard sums up the effect 
of the visit of M. de Giers, the most important 
point of which is that the Porte is granted a 
respite, 

According to dispatches from Berlin all 
the evening papers there question the accuracy 
of the statement in the Vienna Neue Freie 
Presse. The conservative journals adbere to 
the belief that the visit of M. de Giers to 
Vienna has consolidated the relations between 
Austria and Russia. The Vossiche Zeitung is 
of the opinion that neither Germany nor Great 
Britain approves of the junction of Bulgaria 
and Roumelia, as it would strengthen tussia, 
whereas the latter’s weakness is regarded as 
the best guarantee of peace. 

VIENNA, Jan, 29.—A leading paper here re-

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HUTURE OF THE NICKEL PLATE. 
Finenconatpinieeiiale 
ANNUAL ELECTION TO-MORROW—PROBABLE 
ACTION OF THE VANDERBILT PARTY, 
* CLEVELAND, Jan. 29.—The annual election 
of the Nickel Plate Road to be held in this city to- 
morrow will determine a number of railroad ques- 
tions and set at rest a great many things now veiled 
in uncertainty. Of course, no one here can tell 
what will be done, as the Vanderbilt party have 
brought their programme with them. It is more 
thaw probable that the directory, as arranged on 
Jan. 5, will be continued for the year, with one or 
two changes, The rumors afloat some time ago 
that Judge Burke would assume the man- 


agement of the road are unfounded, as 
there is no possibility of such a 
move being made. One of the Vanderbilts may, 
perbaps, remain the nominal head as Presideut, 
while the work and responsibility will fall on the 
Vice-President and Manager, as at present. One 
of the most important questions to be settled to- 
morrow concerns this second position, now held 
by D. W. Caldwell. If it is the desire of the Van- 
derbilts—which is by no means certain—that be 
should remain, it does not follow that he will care 
to remain. It is general!y conceded among rail- 
road men here that the road must be controlied by 
a Western man who knows the territory and who 
appreciates to its full extent the work and man- 
agement that must precede any sort of success for 
the line. 

It is still unfinished; its connections, and ever 
termini, have not been arranged for; it has yet to 
get a pooling arrangement in the traffic from 
Chicago east, and its local, as well as through, busi- 
ness has yet to be developed. Judge Burke, 
when asked to-day as to what would be done to- 
morrow, said that he had no information what- 
ever. He added that he believed that Mr. Vander- 
bilt understood the situation thoroughly, and that 
he realized that the surest way to ruin the new 
line would be to make it a mere branch of the 
Lake Shore. In his opinion the road must have the 
benefits of an entirely independent line while 
escaping the dungers of undue rivalry. When 
asked to name a satisfactory management, he said 
unhesitatingly that had he control of the line he 
would make Gen. Devereux President and E. B. 
Thomas, of the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati 
and Indianopolis line, General Manager. Henamed 
this ticket as a mere matter of opinion, as he had 
no knowledge as to whether either of the gentle- 
men would accept.

EASTON, Penn., Jan. 29.—Early this morning 
it was discovered that a frog and the adjoining 
rail which connect the Pennsylvania, Slatington 
and New-England Road and the Bangor extension 
of the Wind Gap and Delaware Road had been 
spirited away.» Who took it is a mystery.

The 
injunction suit whieh now restrains the Pennsylva- 
nia, Slatington and New-England Road from tear- 
ing up its connection with the Wind Gap Read at 
Penargy!l was to have been argued to-day, but was 
postponed until next Monday. 


LitTLEe Rock, Ark., Jan. 29.—A complaint 
was filed to-day in the United States Court against 
the Little Roek, Pine Bluff and New-Orleans and 
the Mississippi, Ouaehita and Red River Railroads, 
afterward consolidated and known as the Little 
Rock, Mississippi River and Texas Railway, to 
compel the payment of overdue coupons on bonds 
issued by the State to aid in their construction. In 
1870 the State issued te the first named road $1,200,- 
000, and to the last named $600,000 7 per cent. 30- 
year bonds to aid in construction, the roads agree- 
ing to pay the interest as falling due and the prin- 
eipal at maturity. No interest has been paid since 
1873, the roads holding, and the Arkarsas Supreme 
Court sustaining the point, that the bonds were 
issued contrary tolaw. This question was decided 
in the United States Court recently adverse to the 
roads inasimilar case against the Little Rock and 
Fort Smith Railroad, the ceurt holding that the 
roads were liable for the bonds notwithstanding 
that they may not have been issued im strict ac- 
cordance with the law. These bonds form a part 
of the disputed bonded debt of Arkansas.

SUPPRESSING PROHIBITION. 
cceaskseiliaimahinies 
CONSIDERATION IN THE INDIANA LEGISLA- 
TURE ENDED FOR THE PRESENT. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 29.—After a four days’ 
discussion on the legal status of the prohibition 
amendment passed at the last session of the Legis- 
lature the Senate to-day decided that it was not 
pending before this General Assembly, because of 
the omission of the full text of the measure 
from the printed journal of the last General As- 
sembly, thus ending the consideration of the mat- 
ter in its present shape. The vote stood 25 to 23, 
two of the Senators being paired through the 
sickness of one of them. The Democrats 


generally maintained the report of the Ju- 
diciary Committee and the Republicans opposed 
it. Three Republicans voted with the Democrats.

MORE WITNESSES CORROBORATING 
MOOREZ’S STORY. 

BOONE AND M’ BEAN TELL WHAT THEY KNOW 
ABOUT THE CONSPIRACY—PECULIAR RE- 
LATIONS OF ATTORNEYS. 

Wasnineton, Jan. 29.—Mr. Boone’s exe 
amination was finished in the star route trial 
to-day, and the Government then proceeded . 
further to corroborate the testimony of An- 
drew W. Moore by Mr. McBean, a sub-con- 
tractor, who testified that Moore made a sub- ° 
contract with him, and promised that if 
he would take the route in question at 
a low rate the service should be ex-. 
pedited, adding that the contractors had 
influence enough in the Senate and Post Office 
Department to get anything they wanted. Mr. 
Moore frankly testified a few days ago that he 
knew he had entered into a conspiracy to rob 
the Government. Mr. Boone to-day denied 
that while connected with the organization he 
had done anything with intent to defraud the 
Government, but added on redirect examina- 
tion that if he had known as much 
then as he had since learned about 
the working of the scheme he would 
never have gone out of the combination, 
leaving it to be inferred that at the inception © 


of the undertaking he did not foresee the use 
and profits of expedition. The Congressional 
investigation to which he referred as the one 
which preceded Brady’s demand for a fulfill- 
mentof one of the contracts was not the one 
of the Winter of 1879-80, but was the short 
investigation of 1878. The bidding-book was 
not produced, but Boone swore that some of 
the figures in it were made by Senator Dorsey, 
and that it was the Senator who reduced the 
figures on The Dalles and Baker City route. 
An incident of the day’s session threw some 
light upon the complicated engagements of at- 
torneys inthis case. Mr. Ingersoll’s cross-ex- 
amination of Moore contained questions which 
seemed to be based upon statements made by 
ex-Congressman Pelham, who sat behind 
to the effect that Moore, in the presence 
Boone, had told Pelham that he would refuse 
to testify if Dorsey would pay him $10,000, 
Boone to-day declared that Pelham was his 
attorney and that he would allow him to tell all 
he knew aboutit. It is stated that Pelham is 
attorney for Moore also, and one of the coun- 
sel for the prosecution said to-night that Pel- 
ham was also counsel for Dorsey. It may be 
remembered that two of the counsel employed 
in the last trial by the defense had also been 
counsel for John A. Walsh, in his .suit against 
Brady, and it is said that other lawyers subse- 
—s retained by Mr. Waish have become 
counsel fer other defendants. No action has 
vet been taken in the Salisbury and Parker ar- 
bitration proceedings, but some of the prelim- 
inary work has been done. 


THE PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL 

WASHINGTON, Jan, 29.—The cross-examin& 
tion of Albert E. Boone was resumed in the Crim 
imal Court this morning. He said that John W. 
Dorsey and himself were the two partners in the 
firm of John W. Dorsey &Co. According to the 
terms of the contract, John W. Dorsey was to have 
two-thirds and the witness one-third of the pro 
cesds. In August and September, 1878, the part 
nership was terminated and the routes divided be 
tween John W. Dorsey and himself. The ides 
in dividing up the bids was to avold 


the possibility of partners bidding against 
One another, and also to secure to each partner, 
as near as possible, an equal number of contracts. 
It was the invariable practice for firms engaged in 
mail contracting to bid individually. and notasa 
firm. Witmess thought that if a route on which the 
trips were infrequent ran through a grow- 
ing, {progressive country, he would ,, bid 
very low for the service, with the ex. 
pectation of securing an increase in the 
number of trips. The preparations made by 
witness for the letting include every route nam 

in the advertisement. But when Miner returned . 
to the city he instructed witness to bid on uo rout¢ 
where the trips numbered over three per week. He 
gave as the reason that they could not get bends ol 
certified checks to cover all the service, and on ali 
routes where the bond was over $5,000 a certh 
fied check was required by the department. 
Witness drew up the blanks that wer 
sent to Clendennin and sealed them himself. Dor 
sey only saw the model form. The. blanks werd 
sent simply for the purpose of having the sureties 
and bondsmen approved: that was the ordinary 
course of business among mail contractors. Witnes¢ 
had never seen Stephen Dorsey at work on the bids, 
While John W. Dorsey and himseif were associated 
as partners, there was no arrangement between 
them and Brady concerning expedition and in- 
crease. Witness said that he only had one conver 
sation with Brady. That was after the C 

sional investigatien. Brady showed him a tele- 
gram from the Postmaster at The Dalles, Oregon, 
reporting the failure of the serviee. He said the 
service was all down, and he should advise them 
to restore it at any cost. He would allow them 
until Aug. 15 to do it, and if service was not put 
on by that date he would declare every one 
them failing contracters. They thought more time 
should be allowed, for the Congressionai in 

tion had paralyzed them; they did not know where 
they stood, and were afraid to move. There werd 
ninety-nine chances out of a hundred that the con- 
tracts would be taken from them. 

Mr. Ingersolli—Was not one of your reasons fot 
going out that Stephen W. Dorsey had said that he . 
would furnish no more money to.Miner, Peck & 
Co. or Jebn W. Dorsey &Co.% A.—i don’t exaetly 
know whether it was one of the reasons. but it 
wasafact. Money was needed to put on the ser- 
vice, and if Dorsey refused to furnish 1t there wae 
nothing for me to do but to get out and let some- 
body come in who had the money. 

There had been no intention to defraud the Gov- 
ernment in preparing the printed proposals; the 
instructions to bidders had been omitted from 
their forms only to save printers’ expenses; the 
were not necessary to make a verfect pro . 
Witness was an experienced bidder, and did not 
need the instructions. 

The witness was then re-examined by Mr. Mer-° 
rick. He said that he knew Brady was hostile to 
him, ard that was one of his reasons for leaving 
the concern. His remaining would have jeopar- 
dized the business and probably forced a failure. 
In that event, as the same persons whe acted as 
sureties were upon his bond in his exten- 
sive private mail business, their failure 
would have destroyed his business. An. 
other reason was that ho was 
apon for money that he did notagree originally to 
supply. Again, he believed that the service had been 
taken at figures entirely too low; there would be 
no profit. Still, if he had then known as much 
about the busineys as he now does, he would never 
have goneout. S. W. Dorsey signed Peck’s name 
to the contracts. ‘ 

While the papers connected-with the next route 
were being arrarged the witness —- into the 
stand and said: ** Your Honor, I wish to say some- 
thing about these hypothetical questions put to Mr. 
Meore. Mr. Peluam is my attorney, and I want te 
give him and the public notice that I relieve him of 
all professional restraint in telling all he knows 
about Moore or any one else.” 

Frank McBean was examined in connection with 
the Cafion City-Fort McDermott route. He identi- 
fied a sub-contract made bv himself and Meore. 
The latter promised that if the witness would take 
the contract at $50 per month he would have the 
route expedited. Moore and they (the contractors) 
had enough influence in the Senate and Post Office 
Department to get anything they wanted. This an- 
swer was objected to by the defense, who denied 
Moore’s authority to make any such representa- 
tions. Mr. Ingersoll declared that his testimony 
bad been torn to pieces on cross-examination. He 
said: ‘**The witness was left so that if he had 
started in a tam-yard he wouldn’t have had a shoe 
string.” 

Without deciding the question, the court ad- 
jourged. 

The warrant accompanying the papers returned 
by the Grand Jury in the Diekson case bears acros# 
its face in a bold hand the words, “ Ienoramus, 
Charles Dodge, foreman.”

RED CLOUD’S COMPLAINTS. 
TEE SIOUX CHIEF USES STRONG LANGUAGE 
ABOUT HIS TREATMENT. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Red Cloud, the 
Rioux chief, had an interview to-day with the 
Beeretary of the Interior and the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs. He demanded payment for the 
ponies confiscated by Gen. Crook in 1876, when Red 
Cloud and his people were disarmed for active 
sympathy with the Sitting Bull Sioux in connection 
with the Custer massacre. Red Cloud used some 
strong language in the interview. He character- 
ized the action of Gen. Crook as an outrage, and 
on behalf of his injured people he demanded resti- 
tution. The Commissioner of Indian Af- 
tairs remarked that the matter had been 
investigated by an agent of the Indian Bureau; 
that 705 ponies were thus confiscated from the 
Red Cloud and Red Leaf bands, and were sold 
for $4,681; that the whole number of horses 
taken from the Sioux up to dute was 7,000, 
which were sola for $19,400, and, that the 
War Department could rot sat rily ac- 
sount for the proceeds of these sales. This 

be added ironically, was a strerg argument 
in favor of transferring the Indian Bureau to the 
War Department. Red Cloud then said: “I want 
&’ mew agent. Mr. McGillicuddy is a bad man. 
Yon have his in your office. He 
tries to turn my people against me by 
landers, but they do not notice him. He is 
guarrelsome, and calls us bad names. He 
‘ays we are old women. He steals our supplies. 
You do not make him give vouchers for our 
mpplies. You take his word, and he steals from 
as. This is all wrong. I want to see the 
Preat Father aboutit. I ealled mag podtte togeth- 
sr and told them to live like te people—in 
ponses; but they have no wagons, no teams. no 
plows. The treaty said we should have these. The 
weaty is not carried out. Other Indians fight and 
jeaip. Ido not let my people do this. I want jus- 
ice without blood. That is what I have come for.” 
Ihe Secretary promised the savage that he would 
endeavor to arrange an interview for him with the 
President at an early day.

NEW MINING SCALE. 
THE PRIGES OF MINING FIXED BY OPERATORS 
—OPINIONS OF MINERS. 

Pittssure, Jan. 29.—A largely attended 
meeting of raiiroad coal operators was held in this 
city this morning. After a long discussion resolu 
tions were adopted setting forth that while they 
agreed with the miners that wages could best be 
Tegulated on a sliding scale based on the selilug 
price ef coal, that proposed by the miners was too 
high and coula not be accepted. In its stead they 
prepared another scale, under the terms of 


which the rate of wages at the present selling 


price of coal “would be $3 25 per hundred bush- 
els, 25 cents less than the present rate 
of wages. One of the officers of the meeting, in 
giving the scale to the press, said: ‘* This is the 
best that can be done in view of the circumstances 
attending the present state of trade. If 
this scale does not suit the miners we 
are ready to fix a basis by arbitration, but the 
miners’ representatives must come fully authorized 
to settle the dispute. There must be no confession 
that they are not empowered to sign an agreement 
as was the case at the last attempt to arbitrate. 
However, we hope that these terms will be ac- 
cepied and a lasting peace be established between 
the railroad coal operators and miners." 

The operater’s scale has net met with general 
favor among the miners, but they seem more rea- 
sonable than they were a few months ago, and it 
may be decided to aecept its terms. They will meet 
in convention on Feb. 6,and will then decide upon an 
answer to submit to the operators. The belief 
that they may decide to accept the scale is 
based on a statement made by Secretary Flannery, 
of the miner’s association, whe said to your cor- 
respondent last evening: ‘‘I am not inclined to 
think well ef the soale submitted by the operators, 
but if they can give a good reason for its accept- 
ance I don’t think the miners will refuse to come 
to terms. I believe that both sides are tired 
of strikes, and that so far as the railroad 
miners are coneerned there wi!l be a long season of 
peace.”* Concerning the prospects in the river 
mines, whieh have been idle nearly a month on ac- 
count of lock-out orders and an attempt to 
reduee wages, Secretary Flannery had nothing 
to say, but it is belleved that a settlement 
in the railroad will be feliowed by 
place on the river nearly 7,000,000 bushels of coal 
were sent to Southern cities to-day. As soon as 
the empty boats come back both operators and 
miners will be adxious to return to work.

YALE AND HARVARD DISPUTES.

A HEAVY CROP OF ICE. 

ALBANY, Jan. 29.—The Evening Journal 
publishes a statistical report of the result of the ice 
harvest along the Hudson River, now drawing toa 
close. From careful estimates it is eonceded the 
Jield will be nearly 3,000,000 tons, which is one ef 
the largest harvests, if not the largest, ever taken 
from the Hudson. Notso many new houses were 


built last Fali as the previous one; still those con- 
structed are quite large, and increase the storing 
capacity in the neighborhood of 200,000 tons. 
The ice gathered ranges in thickness from 8 
to 20 inches, and, owing to the low condition 
of the river when it freze over, is as clear as crys- 
tal. The housing this year cost from 4 to 7 eents 
less per ton than last year. Notwithstanding the 
ery of short crop Jast Winter, about 100,000 tons re- 
mained in houses unsold at the beginning of the 
ear. Nearly 50;000 tons of this was ice gathered 
in 1880, which had been held ever since for a good 
market. But little ice is being stacked.

ILL-FEELING BETWEENCHINA ANDJAPAN. 

Honc Kona, Jan, 4.—The attitude of China 
toward Japan is becomizg unpleasant, if not actu- 
ally hostile, the cause of ill-feeling being the still 
unsettled Loo Choo question. The Chinese ofii- 
cials profess great indignation because the new 
Envoy from Japan comes without instructions to 
reoper the subject on his side, and several petty 


affronts have been given Japanese officials now in 
China. The Japanese Envoy is understood to de- 
clare that his predecessor had full powers to settle 
the dispute; that China agreed more than once 
upon terms of adjustment only to repudiate her 
own action afterward, throwing such obstacles in 
the way of a reasonable agreement that Japan 
was compelled to withdraw from the negotiation.

AIDING THE POLITICIANS | 


MEASURES OSTENSIBLY PUBLIO 
HIDING PARTISAN SCHEMES. 
THE DANGER TO THE CITY IN KOCH’S EDUCA- 
TION (COMMISSION BILL AND GRADY’S 

THEATRE LICENSE BILL. 

ALBANY, Jan, 29.—It can hardly be said that 
the Legisiature has‘as yet fairly settled down to its 
work. Nomatter how great the public interest 
may be, bil!s of great public importance and great 
public utility rarely reeelve the same consideration 
at the hands of our legislators here that is given to 
private interests. Once the session is well under 
way, it will be found that the greatest activity is 
shown with regard to private bills, bills 
affecting corporations and those which di- 
rectly or indirectly tend to benefit par 
ticular persons or classes of persons rather 
than the community at large. It is becouse 
of this general tendency that year after year much- 
needed legislatien is allowed to fall through un- 
considered while there is ‘the greatest possible 
activity inthe pushing forward of private enter- 
prises. And, since politics is in very great measure 
a private enterprise, there is acertain class of 
public bills which should be taken out of the cate- 
gory of general legislation and put under the head 
of private legislation, for theyvery simple reason 
that their passage will have the effect of directly 


benefiting some legislator or party in affording 
political strength to those for whose benefit they 
are introduced. This class of legislation develops 
itself very early in the session. Already much of 
it has been conceived and some of it put under 
way affecting the City of New-York, but the City 
is as yet hardly aware of the fact. 

To begin with, there is Senator Koch's bill en- 
titled ‘* An act relative to the common schools of 
the City of New-York.” This provides that the 
City shall be divided into 24 sehoo! districts, which 
24 districts are again to be divided into eight 
schoo! divisions. This is effected py sections 1 and 
2 of the bill. Section 8 declares that “there 
shall be in the City ef New-York a Board of 
Public Instruction, which shall, under that 
designation, have all the powers and 
discharge all the duties which are now vested 
in the Board of Education in said City. When 
such Board of Public Instruction is duly organ- 
ized under the act,the terms of office of the 
present Commissioners of the Board of Education 
shail end and their official functions cease and such 
Board of Educatior be abolished at the expiration 
of 15 days from the passage of this act.” Sec. 
4 provides that “‘ within 10 days after the passage 
of the act the Mayor shall appoint a Commissioner 
of Common Schools for each of the new school 
districts, such Commissioner to be resident of the 
district for which he is appointed. Sixof the Com- 
missioners shall hold until the 1st of January, 1884, 
six until 1885, six until 1886, and six until 1887, the 
lengths of the term to be determined. by lot—the 
Commissioners to enter upon their duties at the 
expiration of 15 days from the passage of the act 
in the place of the present Commissioners.”’ Seo- 
tion 5 provides thet “they shail succeed to all the 
duties of the present Commissioners of Education 
as now existing, and shall have full control of the 
public school system of the City, and they shall be 
members ex officio of the Board of Trustees of the 
school district in which they live.” By section 7 
they are required ‘‘ within 15 days after their or- 
ganization to appoint five school Trustees for each 
of the districts designated by the bill, which Trus- 
tees shall also be residents of the districts for 
which they are severally appointed.” By section 8 
the Mayor {s required “within 10 days after the 
passage ofthis act to appoint three Inspectors of 
Common Schools for each of the school divisions 
created by the bill, they to hold their offices, re- 
spectively, one, two, and three years, to be deter- 
mined by lot, and their successors for three years, 
each.” 

the effect of this bill, if it becomes a law, will be 
to wipe out absolutely and entirely the public 
school system of the City ef New-York as it now 
exists. The present system prevides for the ap- 
pointment of 21 Commissioners by the yoy inde- 
pendent of their residence, except that they shall 
reside in the City and County; also for the appoint- 
ment by the Mayor of Inspectors resident in the 
school districta for which they are appointed, 
and the appointment by the Board of Edu- 
cation of Trustees, residents of the ward fer which 
they are appointed. The effect of this system 
is to make the Board of Education representative 
of the City at large, the Inspectors representatives 
of the school districts, and the several Boards of 
Trustees representative of the wards, so that the 
prineiple of representation is most perfectly car- 
ried out. A long acquaintance with the pubiic 
school system shows that the present plan, thor- 
oughly good ag itis, isone which is very unsatis- 
factory to the politician, for the reason that in his 
appointments to the Board of Education the 
Mayor, being free from all local limitations, is en- 
abled. if he wishes, to appoint the best men irre- 
spective of localities, and isin this way generally 
able to soeure Commissioners of Education who 
are of the least possible value to the 

oliticians and ef the most to the public. 
t so happens that of the preseut 21 
Commissioners in the City, about 12 live in one 
ward—the Nineteenth. This leads politicians and 
the Boards of Trustees in other wards to claim 
that they sre unfairly dealt with in the distribu- 
tion of the Mayor’s patronage asregards the Board 
of Education, and to seek some Legislative relief. 
As a result, Senator Koch, who has long been and 
now is 2, Sehool Trustee, introduees this bill for the 
purpose of doing away with the entire existiag 
system and* creating a newone upon a basis of 
local representation in all the branches of the work. 
It is strenuously argued up here that the principle of 
local representation should prevail, and that a great 
wrong and injustice is being done to the City 
at large by the fact that in the present board there 
are several Commissioners from one ward, while 
from other wards there are none, as though the 
fittest men for this class of work were not to be 
selected for their fitness instead of because of the 
place in which they happen to live. One of the 
adversaries of the bill has noticed that the names 
of five of the Commissioners begin with W, and 
has suggested the amendment that some provision 
should be made whereby every letter of the alpha- 
bet should be properly represented in the selection 
of the board. 

It will be readily seen by theughtful observers 
that there must be some reason other than the in- 
sufficient one alleged for the introduction of this 
new measure, and there is such a reason, It is 
this, that the Board of Education has the distribu- 
tion of $8,750,000 a year, a sum very nearly one- 
half as large as the whole amount raised by taxa- 
tion by the State of New-York fer the year 1881, 
This, of course, is worth handling, and means 
power to the politician. Simultaneously with the 
progress of the bill here, I have been somewhat in- 
terested in working up its history, and discover 
the facts to be simply as foliows: Mr. Kelly, through 
his good friend Mr. Edson, has practically entered 
into possession of the City of New-York. So large 
a sum as $3,750,000 should not escape his grasp. 
Of Mr. Edson he is perfectly sure, for he knows 
from this latter gentleman's declarations that so 
long as he (Edser) “nolds the office of Mayor 
he wili recognize the condition of affairs, although 
he does not deem it by any means perfect or even 
tolerable.”’” The existing condition of affairs is 
summed up in the name of John Kelly. Mr. Edson 
also declares his intention to adminizter his office 
atrictly asa partisan. ‘The result of this is that Mr. 
Kelly feels perfectly safe in proposing, through his 
friend Mr. Koch, the abolition of the ex- 
isting common scliool system, because, first, 
instead of the present non-partisan board, 
Mr. Edson, governing as a _ partisan, will 
appoint partisan boards, and, second, recognizing 
the existing condition of affairs, this partisan beard 
wiil be appointed by the Mayor as Mr. Kelly dic- 
tates. The principle of loca) representation then 
controlling, Mr. Edsen will be obliged to select 
some one from the First, Second, Third, Fifth, Sev- 
enth, Tent, Thirteenth, and other wards, irre- 
spective of the question whether as good material 
is to be found there for the general purpose of su- 
pervising the educational system as in other parts 
of the City, just as though if 25 teachers of 
arithmetic were to be appointed he were 
to be compelled to take one frem each 
werd irrespective of their comparative mer- 
its as arithmeticians. These Commissioners 
willthen be ex officio members ef the Board of 
Trustees, and they, in the Board of Trustees, will 
have only t) work together in perfect harmony in 
order to secure the dismissal or appointment of 
teachers exactly as they please, and presumably car- 
ry ont the theory of local representation, not 
at all upon a basis of fitness, but upon a basis of 
locality—that is, upon a basis of politics. The 
scheme is a decidedly pretty one, and will have the 
effect of turning one of the most conservative and 
best administered departments of the city topsy- 
turvy and making the necessity of public educa- 
tion a strong weapon in the hands of the 
politiclans for the furtherance of their own ends. 
Little has yet been said about this bill, but if the 
people desire to see Mr. Edson make Jobn Kelly 
waster of the situation and effect a revolution of 
the most dangerous kind in the public school sys- 
tem they have only to let this bill slip quietly 
through. ‘There is very good reason to belleve that 
it has the approval of—in faet, was supervised by- 
Mr. Justice Donohue, who is Mr. Koch's mentor, 
and who, while he does not like to play into the 
hands of John Kelly, feels no seruples abont re 
ducing the public school system to servitude in the 
causé of the politician. Mr. Koch himself is one 
of those who Jeft Tammany Hall with the Purroy 
rebels only to return to it at the beginning ef the 

late era of harmony. ‘The billis fraught with the 
most serious dangers, unless tke people of the City 
feel that they can safely trust so revvlutionary a 
measure in the hands of Mr. Edson, relying simply 
upon the fact of Mr. Edson’s respectable citizen- 


ship. 

Vhis bill is somewhat of a piece with one which 
has been introduced by Senator Grady, and to 
which Tne Times has already called attention. 
That is the bill providing that the moneys now re- 
ceived by the Mayor for theatre licenses and pay- 
able by him to the Society for Reformation of 
Juvenile Delinquents, shall hereafter be paid into 
the Actors’ Fund. If you would like to know why 
Mr. Grady feels such particular interest in this 
matter itis soon told. He is the best friend of 
Mr. Harry Miner and several other persons who 
are licensees of theatres which do not rank in point 
of tone with either Wallaek's or the Fifth-Avenuoe.

the interest of the Society fer the Reformatien of 
Juvenile Delinquents. Consequently, if the license 
fees be payable into the Actors’ Fund, instead of 
into the society, theatrical men will 
allaround. They will pay their license fees when 
they can get a license and let the money go to the 
fund, and when they cannot get a license they 
will go on without it, and, of course, will be very 
careful not to prosecute members of their own 
profession. In this way many places of exhibition 
will be freed from the wholesome restrictions that 
now prevail. Mostof such places are situated in 
the strong Tammany districts, and most of the 
proprietors, being in the liquor business, influence 
votes. It can be readily seen, under the ciroum- 
stances, how much it is to the interest of the aver- 
age Tammany Senator to pass such a bill. 

It is not to be expected that the twe measures 
referred to will go faron their passage before op- 
position will make itself felt here. In the mean- 
time, however, it is very necessary that it should 
be known exactly what these two measures mean. 


BAD LEGISLATIVE BILLS.

THE COUNCIL OF REFORM’S DISCUSSIONS— 
THE ELECTION INSPECTORS’ PAY. 

The Council of Reform met last evening in 
the office of the Woodlawn Cemetery, Young 
Men’s Christian Association Building, and discussed 
the bills now before the Legislature affecting this 
City. E. A. Morrison presided, in the absence of 
President Webb, and H. N. Beers acted as Secre- 
tary. A letter was received trom O. B. Potter re- 
signing the office of Vice-President, and the resig- 
nation was accepted. Then the council took up the 
legisiative bills, as reported by the Legislative Com- 
mittee. It was decided to oppose the passage of 
the bill providing for the payment of the salary 
claimed by J. E. McVeany as an Assistant Alder- 
man,as has been done in past years. The bill 


giving Park policemen the right to a hearing before 
the Park Commissioners before dismissal and pro- 
viding for an increase in the number and pay of 
the force was reported to be bad, and the council 
voted to oppose it. The same action was taken 
regarding the act allowing District Court Judges 
to designate a paper in which should be printed 
the District Court calendars. It was said that the 
bill was in the interest of a certain publication, 
and thatin reality there were no calendars to 
publish. The three bills increasing the pay of 
firemen and policemen and doing away with 
the eadet-system in the forees were declared 
unnecessary, and the Council decided to urge the 
Legislature not to adopt them. ‘The act abelish- 
ishing the Bureau of Elections, creating in its place 
a Board of Eleetions, consisting of the Judges of 
the Supreme, Superior, and Common Pleas Courts, 
and transferring the duties of the Elections Bureau 
to the Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas, was 
denounced as especially vicious, and the council 
resolved to oppose it with vigor. It was alsode- 
cided to oppose the bill giving the right to the 
Common Council to fix the hours when County 
offices shall be opened and closed. It was feared 
that the seemingly innocent bill really contained a 
provision doing away with the present sys- 
tem of street cleaning. Senator Koch's bill 
to reorganize the Board of Education was 
discussed, and the council voted to oppose 
it. The same action was taken on the act to pen- 
sion public school teachers. The act appointing 
the Mayor, Register, and Presideat of the Board of 
Aldermen a commission to build a new Hall of 
Records was next taken up. After a long discus- 
sion the council decided to ask the Legislature to 
make the Sinking Fund Commissioners the com- 
mission, and to leave it to their ciscretion to erect 
a new building or to enlarge the present hall. The 
council decided to oppose the bill requiring the 
Controller to pay the salariés of additional police- 
men to be appointed by the Police Commissioners. 

Heving passed upon all these bills, the Coun 
cil mext listened to and adopted a memorial 
prepared for submission to Goy. Cleveland 
asking him to veto the Dill providing for 
the payment of the Inspectors of the last election, 
whose violations of law obliged the Controller to 
withhold their salaries. The memorial states that 
the bill has been rushed through the Legislature 
4+y the most summary process knewn to legislation, 
without debate, without allowing the people of 
this City to express their views upon it, and with- 
eut any imaginable reason for such precipitation, 
The present law has corrected most of the election 
abuses of the old ring times, and the most serious 
evil remaining, the memorial says, is the disposi- 
tion te put illiterate and disreputable persons in 
the very oy positions of Inspectors and 
Poll-clerks. The only remedy is the stringent en- 
forcement of the law. Over 600 Inspectors violated 
the plain provisions of the law. ‘* To condone this 
class of offences,” says the memorial, ‘and remit 
these penalties |loss of pay, &c.,) will be fatal, if 
successful, to the purity of elections in this City. 
It will be but the forerunner of greater 
abuses, which will be sure to rush irresistibly 
through this opened door. It will also be a paipa- 
ble violation of the principle ef home rule for 
cities, to which we have been pleased to see: you 
have committed yeur administration and which is 
happily growing in general favor. We can conceive 
of no more arbitiary interference of the Legislature 
with the operation off municipal law than the en- 
actment of this bill. The people of this City in 
their extremity were compelled to call upon the Le- 
gislature for protection in the exervise of their right 
of suffrage. The Legislature gave them this law. 
ft is now asked to undo the work of its own hands 
by paying a bounty on the very offenses acainst 
which its protection was invoked. If, among the 
other great obstacles against which the irieuds of 
good government in this City have to con.end, the 
purity of the ballot cannot be protected by law, 
the case is hopeless."’ 

The Council instructed the Law Committee to 
send to the Legislature a bill preventing the fur- 
ther issue of bonds which will bea lien on the 
sinking fand for the redemption of the City debt, 
and then adjourned. 

COMMISSIONER COLEMAN'S ACCUSERS. 

The Committee on Street-cleaning of the 
Board of Aldermen met in the City Hall yesterday 
to consider the resolution of Alderman Michael 
Duffy calliag on the Mayor to remove Street-clean- 
ing Commissioner Coleman, because of alleged 
mismanagement of his department. All the com- 


mitteemen were present and Alderman Rinck- 
hoff occupied the chair. John A. Butler, 
who was onee employed in the Street- 
cleaning Department, said that he was dis- 
charge last Fall. He declared that a 
real estate agent named Waldron, of Harlem, had 
paid money to the department for having lots 
filled with street refuse. He paid $100 for having 
one lot filiea, and when he gave another $100 for 
another let the Chief Clerk of the department de- 
clined to give himareceipt. Alderman E. Duffy 
asked if the witness know this to be true. and But- 
ler replied that he had only heard so. He had been 
told by Jebn O’Brien, a contractor, that he (O’Brien) 
had paid for having lots filled. The witness said 
that he ran as an independent Democratic candi- 
date for the Assembly in the Twenty-third District, 
and was asked to withdraw by Mayor Grace and 
William M. Ivins. He declined to withdraw, 
and in November he was discharged from the 
Street-cleaning Department. The witness continued 
that he had heard that a builder named Henry Mc- 
Guire bad had lots filled for nothing. Albert 
White, a street sweeper, said he knew lots had 
been filled in with street sweepings. Daniel 
Gallagher, a contraetor, handed to the committee 
a paper which he said was a recelpt from Commis- 
sioner Coleman for $100 for filling in lots in East 
One Hundred and Fourth-street. On the sugges- 
tion of Alderman Duffy the committee decided to 
subpceena the persons mentioned by Mr. Butler, and 
then adjourned until Friday.

A CHANCE TO REFORM,

“HERESY OF REPUDIATION 


BONDHOLDERS ASKING THE RIGHT 

TO SUE A DISHONEST STATE. 

PERSONS WHO HAVE SUFFERED BY RE 
PUDIATION ASKING THE ABOLITION OF 
THE CONSTITUTIONAL ©BSTRUCTION. 


A meeting of the bondholders of the so- 
called “robber States”’—that is, the Southern States 
which have repndiated their bonds, was held yes- 
terday afternoen at the New-York Clearing-house, 
about 100 people being in attendance. Among 
these were George 8. Coe, President of the Amerl- 
can Exchange National Bank, who presided at the 
meeting; Eugene Kelly, S. B. Chittenden, John T. 
Terry, P. Geddes, Thomas G. Spaulding, Solon 
Humphreys, Jeremiah Millbank, Paul S. Dana, 
John A. Stewart, Frederick Taylor, G. Richard 
Irvin, Henry I. Carey, Charies M. Fry, Frederick 
N. Lawrence, and Elijah Smith. The meet- 
ing was called to order by Eugene Kelly. 
Mr. Coe recited the history of the Tennessee 
Refunding act, and the issuance on agreement 
with bondholders of a bond at 60 cents on the dol- 
lar in place of the bonds originally issued. This 
partial repudiation is now supplemented by a prop- 
osition to furthor scale the State aebt and so fur- 


ther deprive the bondholders of what is just] due 
them. The bondholders have now ae maaan of 
reéress in the courts, because of the eleventh 
amendment to the Constitution, which prohibits 
individuals from suing States. his fietion of State 
sovereignty has resulted in enabling such States as 
have seen fit to do so te repudiate their debts. To 
prevent the States from doing this in the future, 
the Hon. William R. Moore, of Tennessee, has in- 
troduced a bill into Congress for rescinding the 
amendment, and thus giving to individuals the 
right to sue a State. 

Mr. 8. B. Chittenden referred to the credit of 
private persons of the State of Tennessee as being, 
as a rule, all that could be desired, and eontrasted 
this with the action of the State, which, under the 
scandalous plea of State sovereignty, is now en 
deavoring to violate a contract into which it has 
entered and pledged its faith, its honor, and its 
credit. He held that the action proposed by which 
the creditors of the State were to be further 
mulcted by Legislative action would save to Ten- 
pa Sg ote ra rich ee of the Union and 
one fully able pay all its just debts—on! 
$2,000,000 or $3,000,000. If ‘Tennessee was 
allowed to take such action, he held 
that there would be no safety whatever 
in the purchase of any State bonds. 
In closing he said: “I for one, Mr. Chairman, will 
not do this business over again with the State of 
Tennessee. The compromise bonds of last vear 
are valid and good, if Tennessee can make a good 
bond. The propesition of this year is every way 
interior. Tennessee cannot, in my judgment, be 
lostto reason and honor. Her legitimate influ- 
ence and power in the Union of States clearly de- 
pends upon a reaction in the public spirit of her 
people on the debt question, and I believe such re- 
action will come swiftly, and come to stay, if the 
holders of the compromise bonds of last year 
stand firm. It required 10 righteous men to save 
Sodem. I know a hundred 'fennesseeans who are 
better than Lot, and they may save the State's 
credit.” 

_Frederick Taylor, Cashier fof the Continental 
National Bank, took the ground that the protesting 
and detaulting of the paper of a State should re- 
flect as much discredit upon a State as upon a pri- 
vate individual. By the action of these “robber 
States”’ the credit of the Nation was becoming 
worse than that of Turkey or Egypt, and because 
of the fallacious theory of State sovereignty, which 
permitted that State to repudiate its debts. This 
repudiation by a single State of the Union affected 
the credit of the Nation as much as the protesting 
of the paper of a private individual affected the 
credit of afirm of which he wasa member. The 
Southern States had to be “ persuaded withaclub” 
that they entertained a heresy in regard to their sov- 
ereign right to secede. Now they needed to be per- 
suaded by legislative action that they have no right 
to repudiate their honest debts. To this end the 
courts of the United States should be opened to in- 
dividuals so that they might sue a State in case 
they had claims against that State wnich needed to 
be adjudicated upon. Tennessee had committed 
acts which would consign a private individual to 
prison, and the sufferers from these swindling acts 
have now no right of redress. The State should 
have no more right to defraud the individual than 
the individual had to defraud the State. To this 
end, therefore, the eleventh amendment to the 
Constitution should be repealed and the rights of 
citizens remain as they were under the Censtitu-~ 
tion as originally drawn up. All the bondholders 
wanted wasthatthe Southern States should be 
compelled to pay their honest debts. And if they 
could not be reached in any other way, the courts 
sheuld be opened tothe people. In closing his 
speech, which was very enthusiastically received, 

r. Taylor said there should be erected at Wash- 
ington a mouument of bronze on which should be 
inscribed: ‘* Erected to the honor and the memory 
ot William R. Moore. Though he came from Ten- 
nessee he was an honest man.” 

Dr. R. S. Moran dealt the theory of State rights 
a severe blow, and held that it wasa fiction in all 
but the fact that a State is now non-suable, and 
that besmeared rag of sovereignty he held ought 
to be destroyed by the abolition of the elevexth 
amendment to the Constitution. Robert A. Craw- 
ford, of Geergia, made a characteristic Southern 
speech in faver of the repeal of the amendment 
and opening the Federal courts to private persons 
as litigants against States which rsfuse to fill obii- 
gations extered into. 

The following preamble and resolutions offered 
by Mr. Eugene Kelly were unanimously adopted by 
the meeting: 

Whereas, The Constitution of the’ United States was 
ordained to establish justice, and by section 10 of Ar- 
ticle I. thereof it is provided that no State shall pass 
any bill or law rg the obligation of contracts, 
and by section 1 of Article IV. it is also provided that 
full faith and credit shall be given in each State to 
the public acts of every other State, and by Article V. 
of the amendments to the Constitution tt is provided 
that no person shall be deprived of property without 
due process of law, norshall private property be taken 
for public use without just compensation; and 

Whereas, Article Xl. of the amendments to the Con- 
stitution has taken from the citizen all redress in the 
courts of the United States for injustice done to him 
by a State, and for loss sustained by reason of a State 
passing a bill or law impairing the obligation of its 
contract with him; and said Article XI. of the amend- 
ments to the Constitution also denies to the citizen 
redress in the courts of the country against a State, 
even ifa State deprive him of his property without 
due process of law or just compensation: and 

Whereas, Some of the States of the Union, taking 
shelter behind said Article Xi. of tne amend- 
ments to the Constitution of the United States, have 
for many years scandalized the whole country by 
either formally or one repudiating their just 
obligations; have done great injustice to all who have 
placed faith in, and given credit to, their public acts 
and their public obligations. (authorized therein;) 
have, by a wanton disregard of their contract obliga- 
tions and of their pledged faith, honor, and credit for 
the performance thereo’, deprived many persons in 
this and foreign countries of their property or of the 
fruit thereof, causing great distress in many cases 
among the poorer holders of their obligations, and 
have corrupted public morals within their borders to 
an alarming extent; therefore be it 

Resoived, That the best interests of the States in de- 
fault on their public obligations, and of the people 
thereof, demand the immediate repeal of Articie tr 
of the amendments to the Constitution of the United 
States as the surest and speediest way to arestoration 
of their former good name and credit. 

Resolved, That this meeting heartily approves of the 
{oink resolution introduced in Congress by the Hon. 

. R. Moore, of Tennessee, making provision for the 
repeal of Article XI. of the amendments to 
the Constitution of the United States, and for the 
legal enforcement of the obligation of contracts en- 
tered into by any of the States of the Union. 

Resoived, That the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives be petitioned in favor of the immediate adop- 
tion by Congress of said joint resolution, and that we 
hereby invite the co-operation of the various Ex- 
changes and of the banks and bankers and business 
men of this City; of the Boards of Trade, Exchanges. 
and business men of other cities; of the holders of 
State bonds in default throughout the country, ana 
of all honest men. 

Resolved, That copies of these resolutions be for- 
warded to the Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress from this Stete, with a request that they do 
everything in thelr power to facilitate the early pas- 
sage of the joint resolution proposed by the Hon. Wil 
liam R. Moore, of Tennessee. 

On motion of Paul 8. Dana,a resolution was 
adopted appointing a committee, consisting of 
George S. Coe, Chairman of the meeting: the Pres- 
idents of the Chamber of Commerce, the Stock Ex- 
change, the Produce Exchange, the Cotton Ex- 
change, and holders of bounds of every State that 
has repuaiated its debt, and the President of a 
bank, or a private vanker, of every large city in the 
Union, to eo-operate in securing the passage of Mr. 
Mcore’s bill, the repeal of the eleventh amendment 
to the Constitution, and obtaining for citizens the 
right to appear in the Federal courts as litigants 
against a State. 


CITY GOVERNMENT IN NEW-JERSEY. 

The Citizens’ Reform Association of Jersey 
City met in the City Halllast night. The Green- 
vilie Taxpayers’ Association sent in a communica- 
tion in which they approved of the charter 
drawn by the Jersey City Association, 


and urged its speedy presentation to the 
Legislature Another communication was 
received from the Anti-Monopoly Union, saying 
that they had had a eonference with the authori- 
ties of Newark, and had concluded that if Jersey 
City wanted a new charter she would have to 
accept such an one as Newark had or do without 
any. This would give the city substantially 
the same charter it had in 1851, which the Union 
considered a decided improvement upon the one it 
is at present working under. The bill approved 
last week was then re-read and amended In unim- 
portant particulars, after which it was re-adopted 
asa whole. The Committee of Thirteen will con- 
fer with the Newark eommittes to-day, and en- 
deayor to secure their indorsement of the bill.

SCHOOL TEACHERS’: SALARIES,

A PROTEST AGAINST THE REDUCTION IN 

THE EDUCATIONAL ESTIMATES, ¢ 
The matter of the reduction made by the 
Board of Apportionment in this year’s allowance 
of funds fer the support of the public schools was 
discussed at a well-attended meeting of the Teach 
ers’ Association, in Grammar School No. 47, yester- 
day afternoon. Mr. Joha J. Doane, Principal of 
School No. 19 and President of the association, 
presided, and in opening the meeting said the 
teachers should stand up for their rights. He be- 
lieved that the members of the Beard of Education 


were disposed to pay the teachers all that they pos- 
sidly could out of the money allowed them. If 
there was to be a reduetion of teachers’ salaries to 
meet the reduction of the Board of Education's 
estimates, as made by the Board of Apportionment, 
such reduction should be made without favorit- 
ism. Each teacher would undoubtedly be willing 
to bear a preportionate share of the decrease, but 
no teacher could witness with self-respect the pro- 
tection of the high-salaried teachers at the ex- 
pense of the poorly paid subordinates, Mr. Doane 
was disposed te blame Controller Campbell for the 
decrease in the school appropriation. He said thet 
the Controller had been fighting the schools all 
along. and seemed to be in favor of reducing 
everybody’s salary except his own. 

A lady teacher asked what reduction of the estt- 
mate had been made, and she was informed that 
the Board of Apportionment had cut down the 
amount about $120,000. “Well, can the Legiala- 
ture help us any?’ was asked. “I don’t know 
whether they can in this mutter,” answered the 
Chairman; ‘there is a bill before the Legislature 
now which provides that when we get to be 70 
years old, if we behave ourselves, we are to get a 
pension.” Mr. C. B. Fairchild, of School No. 11, 
said that a great deal of money was annually 
wasted in building, repairing, and furnishing 
school-houses. Every teacher knew such to be the 
fact. He had one ease in mind where $4,000 had been 
appropriated to repair a certain schoel-bouse, and 
all that was done was the painting of the window- 
blinds and the repairing of some of the furntture. 
The speaker thought the time had come for teach- 
ers to assert their rights and protect their own 
interests by showing up the extravagance and 
waste that prevailed in the general expenditures 
in the school department. Ex-School Commis- 
sioner Lawson N. Fuller agreed with Mr. 
Fairchild in the proposition that the teach- 
ers should assert their rights. He did 
not think the teachers received too much 
pay, and if he were a teacher he would 
resign and go into some other oecupation before he 
would accept a reduction of 10 cents on his salary. 
Miss Woedman, of No. 11, sald that a great deal of 
money was wasted every = in the purchase of 
text-books for the use of teachers. Unnecessary 
changes in the text-books were frequeutly made. 

A committee, comprising Benjamin D. L. Suther- 
land, ef School No. 3; Mr. Willlam A. Owen, of No. 
37; Miss Sarah FP. Buckelew, of No. 49; Miss 
Sweeney, of No. 21; Miss Pond, of No. 10; Dr. 
Ayers, of No. 58, and Miss Hopoer, was appointed 
to confer with the Board of Edneation and ascer- 
tain what can be done, if anything, to protect the 
teachers’ interests.

POLICE JUSTICES’ PATRONAGE.

FOUR CLERKS REMOVED AND. ALL THE 
OTHERS REAPPOINTED. 

Nearly all of the clerks in the several Police 
Courtsin the City attended the meeting of the 
Board of Police Justices in the Jefferson Market 
Police Court last evening. The countenances of 
many of them wore looks of care, for the appoint- 
ment of assistant clerks was to be mado, and it was 


certain that, owing to the change in the member 
ship of the board, some new appointments must 
be made among the assistant clerks. “The board 
held a protracted executive session, called by 
courtesy ‘‘arecess of haifan hour,” after which 
the doors were opened and the appointments were 
made. All but four of theclerks were reappointed. 
William H. Corsa, a Republiean, and a member of 
the Ninth Assembly District Republican Associa- 
tion, who has been for many years in the Jefferson 
Market Police Court, was supplanted by Michael 
Dolan, a Tammany man, and the subpcena-server 
in the Court ‘of Special Sessions. Richard 
C. Morgana, a Republican. amd a brother of 
Police Justice Morgan, was removed to give place 
to Patrick Daly, a Demoerat. Adolph Duengler, a 
Democrat appointed by ex-Justice Otterboureg, 
gave way to George Kuster, a Tammany Demo- 
crat, who was nominated by Justice Herrman, and 
Thomas W. Murray, a Republican, whose latest ap- 
pointment, however, it is said, was due to Justice 
White, was supplanted by John M. Coman. The 
jatter is a brother of “Tom” Coman, of 
unsayory memory... He held a position un- 
der Register Docharty for some time, but 
was removed after casting his fortunes with 
the Purroy Anti-Kelly Democracy. He was 8 
clerk in the Tombs Police Court under the late 
Justice Dowling. The other clerks who were re- 
appointed are Richard K. Powers, James McCabe, 
Addison G. Jerome, William Morgan, John E. Me- 
Gowan, John J. Goodwin, Victor Heimberger, 
John D. McKean, John Doran, Charles G. Lemmon 
and Abram Brown, Jr. Francis P. Knapp and 
Michael Trageser were reappointed as _ inter- 
preters, and David C. Seltman, a Repub- 
ican, and a friend of Justice Smith, was 
appointed interpreter in the place of 
Philip Schwartz. who was originaliy eppointed by 
Justice Otterbourg. Patrick McConnell was ap- 
pointed a subpcena-server in the Court of Special 
Sessions, and Jobn McAuliffe was appointed mes- 
senger in the same court in the place of Lawrence 
Collins, who was appointed at the instance of ex- 
Police Justice Bix y- Justiee Kilbreth was as- 
signed as one of the Judges in the Court of Special 
Sessions. Justice Herrman was assigned to the 
Tombs and Fifty-seventh-Street Police Courts, and 
Justice Duffy to the Jefferson Market and Essex 
Market Police Courts in the places of Justices Ot- 
terbourg and Bixby, respectively. Chief Clerk 
Conrad M. Smythe was transferred from the Tombs 
to the Fifty-seventh-Street Police Court. Chief 
Clerk Henry C. Perley from the Fifty-seyventh- 
Street to the Harlem Police Court, and Chief Clerk 
Knox MoAfee from the Harlem to the Tombs Police 
Court.

A rough statement of the affairs of M. Arm-

THE DECAY OF BUILDING STONES. 
WHAT DR. ALEXIS A. JULIEN SAYS ON THE 
SUBJECT. 


At a meeting of the New-York Academy of 
Sciences last evening an interesting paper on “The 
Decay of the Building Stones of New-York City” 
was read by Dr. Alexis A. Julien. Prof. J. §. New- 
berry, who presided, paid a generous tribute 
to. the memory of the late Dr. ‘George 
M. Beard before the paper was read, characteriz. 
ing him as second to nene in his specialty, a maz 
of peculiarly fine organization and aente intellect, 
In the death of Dr. Beard the society and the med! 


cal profession sustained a serious loss. A’ 
remarked that he did not think that it. rae 
Beard’s investigations were of any value to the so. 
slety or the age in which we live, but Prof. New 
berry thought the tribute he had rendered was ne 
more than was due the dead man. Dr. Julien’s papel 
started out with statistios of the buildings of New: 
York having stone fronts; 78. r cent. are brow: 
stone, 8 per cent. marble, and 2 per cent. granite 
Dr. Julien said that in foreign countries atmos 
pherio influence on buildings had received con 
siderable attention, but in modern Europe ané 
copesiany Great Britain there is hardly 
a building that will be in existence it 
1,000 years. No remedy had been found for the 
decay of soft caleareeus stone, and Italian 
marble decayed rapidly wherever it was ex id. 
The days of the brown-stone fronts are numbered, 
and a prominent architect has said they are of ne 
more usé in New-York than so much ginger- 
bread. ‘A number of brown-stone fronts here 
less than 10 years old already look fright- 
ful. Fragments fell from the Lenox Library. 
constructed of Lockport limestone, before if 
was finished. The frieze is now deeaying. The 
obelisk is Me gee to the blazing sun and biting 
frost and will neeessarily experience decomposi- 
tion. The external agencies of destruction are 
various. There are chemicals, acids attacking the 
stone, garbonic acid from the atmosphere, and 
nitric aeid. especially in the Summer, when eleo 
trical phenomena are common. Stone is 
jured by the oxygen and ozene and t 
common salt in the air. Mechanical disinte- 
grations of stone are caused by frost and 
variations of temperature of 100° in a year, 
and sometimes 70°in a day. The action of the 
wind alone, bearing particles of dust along with it, 
has an effect. Dr. Julien found tombstones in 
nity Cemetery, mostly of red sandstene, dated 
1681 and 1722, in fair condition, and he 
declared red sandstone to be vastly su 
to brown stone. This was also true of Nova 
stone, which does not decay so quickly. The only 
permanent paoteenes to buildings must be brought 
about by the use of mineral compounds in solu- 
tion. Insurance men believe there is not a 
single fireproof building in the City in 
which the stene wiil not crumble in a fire, 
The Capitol in Washington, made of Potomac mar- 
ble, is crumbling, and nearly al! the marble buila- 
ings of Italy are affected by disintegration. What 
will beeome of the obelisk is shown by the fate of 
the obelisk in Paris. In New-York, the nerthern 
and eastern parts of a building are affected by de- 
eay, while in England it is the southern and west- 
ern sides. In the Mailat Central Park the free- 
stone moldings have had to be repeatedly recut.

TRYING A NEW FIRE-ESCAPE. 

A flexible wire-rope ladder, dangling from 
afourth-story window of the Leland House, at- 
tracted much attention in Broadway yesterday 
afternoon, and at4o’clock a crowd gathered ta 
watch a numberof painters ascending and descend: 
ing upon it. The ladder was the Macdonald Patent, 
Flexible Fire-Escape, which is to be used in the Le 
land House, and which the patentee and pro- 
prietor, Mr. Ronald Macdonald, was exhibiting ta 


the multitude. Mr. Macdonald explained that hig 
fire-escape was portable, and could be attached ta 
any window-sill by two sharp-pointed steel hooks. 
It is designed to be roiled up in a small space, and 
may then be kept in the roem of any hotel, board- 
ing-house, or private residence, where it can be 
covered and used as an ottoman. In case of fira 
in the building the oceupant of arcom contai 
one of these Suae is supposed to attach the 
hooks to the window-sill, throw out the ladder, 
then calmly descend thereon to terra firma an 
safety. Another advantage the inventor claims f. 
the fire-escape is that it will enable firemen to g 
to the top of the highest hotels and factories, pro: 
vided one of the escapes is kept in the top storg 
and flung out when the fire begins. Experimenta 
with the escape yesterday afternoon showed that 
a@ man could y descend 50 feet from a window 
in as many seconds. It is constructed of wire 
cable, and the rounds are of gas-pipe and are at 
tached by a compressing rivet, which does not de 
teriorate from the strength of the chain. The end 
to be attached to the house hasa chain guard ex 
pegs gy fora yard on each side, to keep that per 
of the ladder from chafing which comes in d 
contact with the sharp window-sill. {

MEMPHIS AND CHARLESTON LEASE. 
There was a meeting yesterday of repre 
sentatives of the Memphis and Charleston and the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Railroads in 
regard to the surrender of the lease of the formes 
by tke latter. In discharging the floating debt of 


the Memphis and Charleston and paying the bonus 
in the transaction 478 bonds of the road were to 
be tarned in at 120. The East Tennesseo, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia representatives, acco 

to the statements made, refused to take the 
bonds but insisted om the cash. The offi- 
cers of the Memphis and Charleston when 
spoken to said they regarded this as an attempt 
to evade giving up the lease. They said that — 
should tender a certified check for the 
amount agreed upon, to-day probably, and if it 
was not accepted other measures would taken. 
Suit would be brought in Tennessee to put the road 
in the hands of a Reeeiver and take it out of the 
control of the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia, on the ground that it was not operated for 
the benefit of the steckholders and that the lease 
was Illegal. 

Both the Illinois Central and the Southern Pacifte 
Railroads have acquired lines into New-Orileans, 
whieh join the systems. It was said yesterday 
thet the two were perfecting arrangements ta 
operate together in the transportation of through 
basiness. The reute thus formed, it was believed, 
would secure a great deal of traffic in the Winter, 
when the more northerly lines were troubled with 
snow.

The prin- 
cipal offices of the Illinois Central, which was said 
to have taken the initiatory step, are in the West 
and the Secretary here had‘ mot been advised of 
any plans to this end. 
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MR. WELLS'S WILL CONTESTED. 
Before Surrogate » Bergen « yesterday, in 
Brooklyn, was begun a contest over the will of 
Jonathan Tremaine Wells by’ George Sibley and

Sheriff’s jury. Wells died in October, 1881, leaving

At the time of his ceath, which took 
place in Broeklyn, Mr. Wells was 81 years of age, 
and for some time he had been eccentric 
in his habits, but the eceentricities did not 
amouxt, according to the verdict of the 
Sheriff’s jury, to insanity.

ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 
MEASURES BEFORE CONGRESS AFFECTING 
BOTH ARMS OF THE SERVICE. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The Army Appro- 
priation bill, which Mr. Logan reported to-day from 
the Senate Committee on Appropriations, contains 
some important amendments, which have been 
added by the Senate Committee. The aggregate 
amount appropriated by the bill as it came from 
the House was $24,696,500. This has been increased 
to $25,471,500, a net increase of $775,000. The prin- 
cipal items of increase are: For pay of the Army, 
$200,000: subsistence of the Army, $400,000: pay of 
civilian clerks in the Adjutant-General’s Depart- 
ment at division head-quarters, $117,000; for the 
construction and care of hospitals, $55,000; for 
transportation of guns built by private persons 
and intended for testing and trial. $15,000. Among 


the reductions made by the Senate committee are 
$15,000 for expenses of recruiting, and $15,000 for the 
purchase of books for the Army Medical Museum. 
Of the amendments which Mr. Logan was author- 
ized by the Committee on Military Affairs to pro- 
pose, the following were adopted by the committee 
and incorporated in the bill: That the Secretary of 
War may authorize the employment at the head- 
quarters of military divisions, departments, and 
districts of civilian clerks, in place of the general 
service clerks now authorized for such employ- 
ment, at rates of compensation not to exceed those 
paid to other civilian clerks employed at such head- 
quarters by officers of the Quartermaster and Sub-

Cees Sapapant « anges 
by the committee are the abolition of the grade of 
Assistant ‘Surgeon-General and the adoption of 
the following provision relative to staff 
in Washington: ‘*That no officer shall remain 
e#bsent from his regiment on duty at Washington 
or on the staff of a Major-General or Brigddier- 
General fer a longer period than three yearsat any 
one time; provided that this provision shall not ap- 
ply to officers on the staff of the commanding Gen- 
eral of the Army.” The following provision of the 
Heuse bill was stricken out: ‘That for the better

JURIES—GEN. BURNETT'S PENSION—A | 


CASE OF MISCEGENATION. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—A decision was ren- 
dered by the Supreme Court of the United States 
to-day in the case of John Bush, plaintiff in error, 
va. The Commonwealth of Kentucky, which tn- 
volves the question of the color line in the selection 
of juries. This was a writ of error from the final 
judgment of the Court of Appeals of Kentuoky af- 
firming the judgment of the Fayette County Cir- 
cuit Court, in that State, in a murdercase. Joha 
Bush, a colored man, was indicted for the 
murder of Anna Van Meter, the infant 
daughter of James Van Meter, a white 
man. At the first trial the jury disagreed. 
At the seeond trial Bush was convicted and sen- 
tenced to suffer death. Upon appeal to the Court 
of Appeals of Kentucky the judgment was re- 
versed, upon the ground that the inferior court had 
erroneously instructed the jury on the law, had 
failed properly to instruct them as to the differ- 
ence between involuntary manslaughter ana mur- 
der, and also upon the question whether death was 
probably produced by the wound received or en- 
sued from searlet fever negligently communicated 


to the deceased by the attending physician. Upon 
the return of the case the accused had it remanded 
to the Federal court, under section 641 of the 
Revised Statutes. In that court the indictment 
Was quashed-upon the ground that it was found 
by a Grand Jury se'ected and formed uider stat- 
ute of Kentueky in violation of the Four- 
teenth Amendment. The accused was returned, 
by order of the court, to the County of Fayette, 
and was there rearrested and reindicted in the 
State court in November, 1880, by a Grand Jury 
selected by Jury Commissioners appointed at the 
May term, 1880. Under this indictment he was 
tried and convicted and again sentenced to suffer 
death. The judgment was affirmed by the Court 
of Appeals of Kentucky. This court reverses the 
judgment, and orders the indictment to be set 
aside. The points decided are: Tirst, that upon 
the removal of the cause to the Federal court, 
under the first indictment, that court had the same 
power over the indictment as the State court 
would have had if there had been no removal. 
But when the Federal court quashed the indict- 
ment its jurisdiction over the crime ceased. The 
offense was one against the laws of Ken- 
tucky, not against those of the United States. 
The accused could only be tried upon an iadict- 
ment tound in the courts of Kentucky. Hence it 
was proper to return the prisoner to the county in 
which he was indicted, so that the State authorities 
could, if they desired, rearrest him. Second, the 
petition for removal of the last indictment to the 
Federal court was properly disregarded by the 
Court of Appeals for the reason (if there were no 
others) that it was not in the record presented to 
that court. Third, the *motion to set aside the 
anel for petit jurors was properly denied by the 
nferior State court for the reason (if there were no 
others) that the greunds upon which it rested did 
not clearly and distinctly show that the Sheriff in his 
selections had excluded colored citizens, otherwise 
qualified, beeause of their race or color. Fourth, 
but the court holds that the indictment 
should bave been set aside because found by 
Grand Jurors selected by Jury Commissioners ap- 
pointed in May, 1880, at a time when, according te 
a decision of the Court of Appeals of Kentucky in 
Commonwealth vs. Johnsen, (78 Kentueky Refs.,) 
those Commissioners should be assumed to have 
obeyed the then existing Kentucky statute which 
excluded colored citizens because of their race 
from service on Grand Juries. The judgment of 
the Court of Appeals ef Kentucky is reversed, and 
the cause remanded for further proceedings. 
Opinion by Justice Harlan, Justices Field, Gray, 
and the Chief-Justice dissenting. 

A decision of some interest in Army circles was 
rendered in the persion cases of the United States 
ex rel..Ward B. Burnett, plaintiff in error, vs. 
Henry A. Teller, Secretary of the Interjer. In 
error to the Supreme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia. This litigation arises out of the following 
state of facts: Gen. Burnett, by virtue of a special 
act of Congress, passed March 3, 1879, was in re- 
ceipt of a pension of $50 pbr month. Under the 
provisions of the general pension laws of 1872, 
1874, and 1880 he became entitled to a pensionat a 
higher rate, and on the 17th of July, 1882, anew 

ension eertificate for $72 per month was issued to 
bim under the genera! law. On the 2ist of July, 1882. 
he returned to Secretary ‘eller the eertificate for a 
pension of $50 a month, under the special act, 
and offered to relinquish it. He now asserts that 
in giving up this certificate he acted unadvisedly, 
and he therefore prays for a writ of mandamus to 
compel Secretary Teller to return it to him and 
pay him the special pension of $50 per month for 
which it provides, in addition to the $72 permonth 
which he is receiving upon the certifleate issued 
under the general law. This court holds that Gen. 
Burnett’s right to double pensions—if he ever 
had such a right—has been effectually cut-off by 
section 5o0f the act of July 25, 1882. It was com- 

etent for Congress to pass this act. No pensioner 
Lae a canned legal right to his pension Pensions 
are the bounty of the Government, which Congress 
has the right to give. withhold, distribute, or recall 
at its discretion. The contention of the relator 
that, having received the pension of $72 under the 
genera! law, he is also entitled to the pension of $50 
granted him by name in the special act is therefore 
without any ground to rest on. The Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia was right in re- 
fusing the writ of mandamus, and its judgment is 
affirmed. Opinion by Justice Woods. 

The court also decided the miscegenation ease of 
Toney Pace vs. The State of Alabama, which was 
a criminal proceeding under a State law against a 
colored man for living in sexual relations with a 
white woman. The court holds that the law of 
Alabama prohibiting miscegenation is not in con- 
flict with the fourteenth amendment to the Consti- 
tution, or witb the civil rights legisiation founded 
on it, for the reason that it applies the same pun- 
ishment to both offenders, the white and the 
black, without discrimination. 

An interesting decision. involving the question 
of the liability of the holders of hypothecated rail- 
road steck for the debts of the insolvent railroad 
company, was rendered in the case of Edward 
Burgess, plaintiff in error, vs. Jesse Seligman et al., 
Executors; in errorto the Cirenit Court for the 
Fastern District of Missouri. This was an action 
brought by the plaintiff in error against J. & W. 
Seligman & Co., as stockholders of the Mempbis, 
Carthage and North-western Railroad Company, 
under a statute of the State of Missouri, to recover 
a debt due to him by the company. The plaintiff 
in his petition alleges that on Noy. 5, 1874, judg- 
ment was rendered in his favor against the cor- 

oration by the Distriet Court of Cherokee Coun- 

y, Kan., for $73,661, which remains unsatisfied; 
that in Deeember, 1874, the eorporation was dis- 
solved, and that the defendants at the date of the 
disselution and of the judgment were and still are 
stockholders of the corporation to the amount of 
$6,000,000, on which there is due and unpaid $1,000, - 
000, and he demands judgment for his debt. Joseph 
Seligman, the — al defendant, answered, de- 
nying that the defendants were ever stockholders 
or subscribers to the stock of the corporation, and 
setting forth certain facts and circumstances 
(stated in the findings) under which the stock al- 
leged to be theirs was merely deposited in 
their hands by the corporation in trust 
for a temporary purpose, by way of 
collateral security, to be returned when 
the purpose was accomplished. The cause 
was tried by the court and judgment rendered for 
the defendants on certain findings of fact, and the 
wee presented here is whether the facts as 

ound are sufficient to support the judgment. This 
court holds that they are; that, upon a careful ex- 
amination, there can be no doubt that the Selig- 
mans held the stock in question as Trustees and 
custodians by way of collateral security for them- 
selves and the purchasers of the bonds, and that 
they are not liable for the company’s debts. The 
judgment of the Circuit Court is affirmed, with 
costs. Opinion by Justice Bradley. 

A decision was also rendered in the case of the 
Chicago and Alton Railroad Company vs. The Wig- 
gins Ferry Company. This was asuit begun in a 
State Court of Missouri by the Wiggins Ferry Com- 
pany, an Illinois cerporation, against the Chicago 
and Alton Ra’ Company, another Illinois cor- 
poration, to recover damaces for the breach of a 
contract by whieh, as alleged, the railroad eom- 
pany bound itself not to employ any other means 
than the ferry company’s ferry for the transporta- 
tion of passengers and freight coming and going on 
its railroad across the Mississippi River at St. Louis. 
The only question presented here relates to the 
legality of an order of the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the Eastern District of Missouri 
remanding the case to the State court in which it 
originated. This court holds that this is not asuit 
arising under the Constitution or laws of the 
United States within the meaning of the removal 
act, ana that the order remanding the case to the 
State Court was correct, and must be affirmed. 
Opinion by Chief-Justice Waite.

Mr. Dawes yesterday, with that rare 
capacity for saying malicious things which 
Massachusetts seems to value highly in her 
Senators, accused Mr. Becx, of Kentucky, 
of seizing every opportunity to ‘‘offer a | 
premium to labor abroad.’’ The accusation ! 
‘was as little creditable to the intelligence as to 
the.good manners of the gentleman who made 
it, and called out a spirited and entirely just 
teply from Mr. Becx. As our Washington 
dispatches this morning point out, the Sena- 
tor from Kentucky has acted in this debate 
fairly and conscientiously for what he be- 
lieves to be the interest of the whole coun- 
try, and he has showm very unusual indus- 
try, acumen, and impartiality in the task. 
There are several Senators from New-Eng- 
land who would be much more profitably 
occupied in following Mr. Becx’s example 
than in wasting their talents in public efforts 
to prejudice him.in public estimation. 


’ "The creditors of the “robber States” held 
& meeting at the Clearing-house yesterday 
for the purpose of expressing their approval 
of the proposition to amend the national 
Constitution so asto permit the courts of 
the United States to take jurisdiction in 
suits brought against a State by citizens of 
snother State. - In other words, their object 
was to promote the adoption of the proposi- 
tion of Representative Moons, of Tennessee, 
to strike out the eleventh amendment of the 
Constitution. The preamble of the resolu- 
tions adopted was skillfully constructed 
to reveal the inconsistency of a fundamental 
law which prohibits States from passing any 
law impairing the obligation of contracts, de- 
priving any person of property without due 
process of law, or taking private property’ 
‘without just compensation, and yet leaves 
the victim of these prohibited acts without 
- pedress in case they are committed. The 
original purpose of the eleventh amendment 
was to enable States to repudiate their debts 
with impunity. It was an infamous pur- 
pose, and it is to be hoped that the country 
as a whole and at least three-fourths of the 
States have grown honest enough to have no 
further use for it. 


The legislation for this City proposed 
at Albany is characterized by the usual 
amount of disregard for the interests of 
the general public. Of course, a good 
‘deal of political capital may be made 
out of the advocacy of the bill abolish- 
ing the ‘‘ graded ’’ salaries of policemen and 
firemen, and so making the patrolman ad- 
mitted last week as well off as the patrol- 


man of ten years’ service. Waiving the’ 


doubtful constitutionality of the bill, it is not 
easy to see what return the tax-payers are 
to get for the expenditure it involves 
or how itis to promote the discipline or 
efficiency of the Police force. Another bill 
for the avpoiniment of two matrons for 


each Police station in New-York and Brook- 
lyn owes its passage to a third ‘reading 
less to the sentimental busybodies who 
are its authors than to the tempting 
possibilities of political patronage which are 
bound up with it. It proposes to tax the 
people of this City $60,000 a year in order to 
provide against a purely imaginary outrage 
to the feelings of drunken and abandoned 
women who are subjected over night to 
the temporary detention of a Police precinct. 
In less than half of the station-houses of this 
City is there even the flimsiest pretext for 
the appointment of matrons, and the imag- 
inary evils which the bill is intended to 
cure would be more than. offset by the 
demoralization of which it would form the 
occasion. It would be difficult to imagine a 
more mischievous piece of sentimentality 
than one which proposes to shield the non- 
existent modesty of abandoned women by 
exposing decent members of their sex to in- 
fluences well calculated to make them equally 
shameless. 


The debate over the confirmation of the 
nominees for Railroad Commissioners has 
resolved itself simply into a discussion about 
the fitness of the nominee of the anti- 
monopolist organizations—Mr. Jonn O’ Don- 
NELL. Without indorsing the wisdom of 
that selection, it is safe to say that the in- 
fluences which have been used to defeat 
Mr. O’DoNNELL’s confirmation have been 
well calculated to make him friends among 
all who desire to see the commission do its 
work in the interests of the people rather 
than in those of the railroads. It is no 
reflection on the character of the 
Governor’s nominees that they have 
escaped the bitter hostility of the 
agents of the railroad corporations, however 
much that fact may have left their inde- 
pendence of railroad influences a question 
for future determination. In the very 
probable event of his confirmation Mr. 
O’DoNNELL will begin his official career 
with an unmistakable indorsement of his 
entire freedom of action. It is not at all de- 
sirable that any member of the com- 
mission should bring to its work 
a positive prejudice against the management 
of the corporations on which it will be his 
business to report, and however much the 
nature of the attacks made on Mr. O’Don- 
NELL may have been calculated to create 
such a feeling, itis to be hoped that he has 
sufficient breadth of view to perform the 
public duty assigned him on purely public 
grounds, 


The Mayor’s committee continues to elicit 
a good deal of interesting, if not particularly 
valuable, information in regard to the City’s 
water supply. The experience of the West 
Fifty-sixth-street householder who found 
the Department of Public Works a typical 
circumlocution office, and who testified that 
the residents on Fifty-fifth-street had all the 
water they wanted because ‘“‘ politicians 
lived in that street and they had high ser- 
vice,’’ is decidedly instructive, even if the 
discrimination to which he alludes is a 
purely fanciful one. The obstinate belief of 
the representatives of ‘the fire insurance 
companies in the value of the Forty-sec- 
ond-street reservoir in opposition to the 
opinions of sundry competent hydraul- 
ic engineers is a familiar illustration of 
the difficulties surrounding the problem 
of an improved water supply. The state- 
ment of the ex-engineer of the Croton Aque- 
duct that fully 50 per cent. of the daily sup- 
ply is wasted is undoubtedly within the 
mark, since nobody will seriously dispute 
that 30 gallons a day for each person is 
water enough, and that an additional 20,- 
000,000 for manufacturing purposes and the 
uses of the Fire Department is amply suffi- 
cient. The question, after all, resolves itself 
into this: Is it cheaper to check waste by 
putting a meter in every house or to leave 
all private consumers free to use and waste 
at will by building a new dam and aqueduct? 


AN EXTRA SESSION OF UONGRESS. 


There is one striking proof of the increased 
public interest in the question of taxation 
which cannot have escaped the attention of 
any observer. It is the discussion at Wash- 
ington and elsewhere of the probable course 
of the President with reference to an extra- 
ordinary session of Congress. What is the 
real intention of the President in this re- 
gard, no one can say. Mr. Artur has the 
faculty of keeping his own counsel to a re- 
markable extent, and fully. appreciates the 
force of the maxim that one is master of 
his unspoken word, while the spoken word is_ 
master of him who utters it.. Our Washing- 
ton dispatclies are to the effect that no intima- 
tion of the President’s purpose has been given. 
But he is by no means incapable of taking 
the step of calling an extraordinary session, 
and he would be quite warranted, regard 
being had to the position he has already 
taken, in doing so. In his Message to the 
present Congress the President said: ‘I 
heartily approve»the Secretary’s recom- 
mendations of immediate and extensive re- 
ductions in the annual revenues of the Gov- 
ernment. It will be remembered that I 
urged upon the attention of Congress at 
its last session the importance of re- 
lieving : the industry ; and , enterprise , of 
the * country ~ from ; the pressure of 
unnecessary taxation. * * * The pres- 
ent tariff system is in many respects un- 
just. It makes unequal distributions both 
of its burdens and its benefit. * * * I 
recommend an enlargement of the free list 
so as to include within it the numerous 
articles which yield inconsiderable revenue, 
a simplification of the complex and incon- 
sistent schedules of duties upon certain 
manufactures, particularly those of cotton, 
iron, and steel, and a substantial reduction 
of the duties upon those articles, and upon 
sugar, molasses, silk, wool, and woolen 
goods. _If a general revision of the tariff 
shall be found to be impracticable at this 
session, I express the hope that at least some 
of the more conspicuous inequalities of the 
present law may be corrected before your 
final adjournment.’’ 

This is a very explicit and emphatic state- 
ment of the President’s views, They are 
fully sustained by public opinion, and even 
more fully now than when they were an- 
nounced by him at the opening of the ses- 
sion. Every day that passes brings an in- 
crease inthe popular demand for an ade- 
quate commencement, to say the least, of 
reform of taxation. The present Congress 
bas no exeuse for not complying 
with that demand Thr whole woiect 
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has been investigated by a commission , au- 
thorized by this Congress, and thongh the 
report and recommendations of that commis- 


a eet 


sion are deceptive and misleading, the evi-. 


dence which it has taken has been published, 
and, with the discussions in the press, sup- 
plies ample evidence of. the reyuirements in 
the direction of reform. The Committee of 
Ways and Means in the House and the Fi- 
nance Committee in the Senate have care- 
fully examined the work of the commission, 
and each has submitted a bill to the re- 
spective houses. These bills have been 
accompanied with careful statements of 
the comparative rates included in them 
and of the existing rates. Neither of the 
bills provides for a satisfactory revision of 
the tariff, nor does that of the Tariff Com- 
mission, but they afford a basis for action. 
They are before Congress, whose members 
in both branches know by every possible 
authoritative means—the report of their 
own commission, the statements of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, those of the Presi- 
dent, the evidence before the commission, 
the discussion in the press, and the ex- 
pressions of business men—that a reduction 
of the tariff is necessary and must be had 
sooner or later, if not from this Congress 
then from the next one. It is entirely prac- 
ticable to make such reduction before ad- 
journment, and if it be not made, the Presi- 
dent would be justified in calling the next 
Congress together to make it. He would 
not only be justified in doing so, but it 
would be his duty. 

The business interests of the country, 
plainly require it. Since it is clear that a 
reduction must take place, and that if it be 
not enacted before the 4th of March, or at 
an extraordinary session, then it will 
probably be enacted at the next 
regular session, business men have a 
right to have it disposed of at the 
earliest possible moment. Delay only pro- 
longs uncertainty, and does notat all lessen 
the evils resulting from uncertainty. As to 
the political bearings of an extraordinary 
session, they are very doubtful. If the 
President should allow himself to be con- 
trolled by these, his path would be no plainer 
than it would be if he consulted only the 
dictates of consistency and good faith. Un- 
doubtedly, for the majority to refuse reduc- 
tion of the tariff at this session would be a 
grave political blunder. Whether its con- 
sequences would be more or Jess disastrous 
should an extra session be called to do what 
this session should have accomplished is, 
at least, an open question. Probably | it 
would be better for the Republicans to have 
the matter settled as soon as may be, be- 
cause the sooner it is settled the more likeli- 
hood there is that it will be forgotten. The 
notion that by leaving the matter to the reg- 
ular session the Democrats will make radi- 
cal changes which will awaken a strong 
feeling for the Kepublicans among the man- 
ufacturers and their workmen, and will 
carry the. Republican ticket next year, 
is simply stupid. If the Republi- 
cans leave the tariff to the Demo- 
crats, that party will gain by the 
opportunity to serve public sentiment, 
and to make a sound record on an issue other 
than those on which it has for so many years 
been hopelessly condemned. If the Presi- 
dent calls Congress together in the Spring 
to dispose of this work, a year later the field 
may look very different. If he leaves it to 
be taken up on the eve of the nominations, 
the Republicans will surely suffer from the 
result, From any. point of view he can 
readily justify an extra session. The best 
way to avoid that event is to pass such a bill 
as the President has distinctly recommended. 


ELZVATED RAILROAD FIGURES. 
» The Gencral Manager of the elevated rail- 
roads of this City has furnished figures 
from time to time for the purpose of show- 
ing that it is not possible to carry passengers 
on those structures at a uniform fare of 5 
cents without actual loss. We are unfor- 
tunately dependent on the companies them- 
selves for statistics of their business 
and finances, and they are neither suffi- 
ciently candid nor sufficiently explicit to 
furnish a satisfactory basis for a fair judg- 
ment. .The most recent figures given out 
by Col. Hary show a very decided advance 
not only in gross receipts but in net receipts 
during the last three years. The gross earn- 
ings for the year ending Sept. 30, 1880 he 
gives as $4,612,975, and the operating ex- 
penses as $2,644,825, which leaves an excess 
of $1,968,650. For the year following the 
figures are: Gross earnings,’ $5,311,074; 
operating expenses, $3,302,080; excess 
of receipts, $2,008,994; and for the year 
ending Sept. 30, 1882, receipts $5,973,632; 
expenses, $3,668,370; excess, $2,305,262. 
This is certainly a promising gain. Pre- 
cisely what is included in operating ex- 
penses does not appear. It is said that for 
the last of the three years $2,351,429 was for 
labor and $490,000 for coal. This leaves 
$826,941 for items not mentioned. How the 
excess of $2,305,262 0f gross receipts over 
operating expenses is distributed ia also un- 
explained. 

Again, it is stated that for the year ending 
Sept. 30,: 1852, the number of passengers 
carried was 86,361,029; the gross revenue 
from passenger traffic was $5,922,688, and 
the operating expenses were $3,668,370. 
From this is' deduced the statement that it 
cost 4.25 cents to carry each passenger; that 
the interest on the debt amounted to 1.62 cents 
for each passenger, and consequently the com- 
pany-was out 5.87 cents for each person car- 
ried. Owing'to the mysteries of railroad book- 
keeping and accounting it is impossible. to 
make a satisfactory analysis of this statement. 
The cost of carrying each passenger is ob- 
tained by dividing the operating expenses, 
some of the details of which are not given, 
by the number of passengers carried. If the 
statement as to interest is correct, nearly 
$1,400,000 was paid out on account of the 
bonds. If this came out of the excess of 
receipts over operating expenses, there was 
$520,000 left for other purposes. Nothing 
is said about taxes, which the company 
seems to have got out of the habit of 
taking into account. These figures may 
be utterly delusive for lack of definiteness 
as to the details which are supposed to sus- 
tain them. It is further claimed that the 
difference between gain and loss appearing 
on the face of the statement could not be 
made up by increase of traffic accruing from 
a reduction of fares. Here the data fur- 
nished is still more indefinite and uncertain. 
It is said that in order to produce the same 
anount of wross earnings there would have

to be an increase of 100,000 a day in the 
number of passengers carried, and that this 


»would.jnvolve an addition of 25 per cent. to 


the operating expenses. 

This latter ‘ statement ‘is more than doubt- 
ful. .It is probably. true as to one of the 
four lines of. road that it is at present 
worked to its full capacity during certain 
hours, but there can be no_ possible + doubt 
that the traffic on that line during those 
hours is the most profitable part of 
the entire business, and it is.then carrying 
passengers for five cents each. - The first ef- 
fect of a uniform fare, as low as that on the 
street cars, would be to distribute the traffic 
much more evenly, not only through the 
hours of the day, but over the length of the 
lines. Of course, there would be no occa- 
sion for adding to the trains during the pres- 
ent ‘‘commission hours.’’ ‘lhe pressure on 
them would be rather relieved,; but the 
other trains, which make many of their 
trips, less . than half-loaded, sometimes 
almost empty, would be well filled. More- 
over there would in all probability be an 
immense increase in the short-distance 
travel. If the elevated trains were running 
at reasonably short intervals at all, hours, 
and at a fare never greater than that of the 
street cars, itis not at all improbable that 
their gross receipts would be marntained 
without material addition to the expenses of 
operation. 


The greatest need of the public:in form- 


ing’ a judgment upon'the claims of these 
roads is more specific and trustworthy in- 
formation upon a variety of matters connected 
with them. If to this could be added some 
slight evidence of good faith and ‘of a pur- 
pose to deal fairly and honestly, the difficulty 
would be greatly simplified. » First of all, 
the people would be glad to know what 
these thirty-two miles, more or less, of 
double-track iron structures, with their 
equipment, cost. Then they could 
form some sort of a judgment ‘as to 
the sum for which they are entitled to earn 
interest and dividends and the amount of 
property on which they ought to pay taxes. 
Now, this information is and always has 
been carefully concealed. There are $26,- 
000,000 in shares of ptock afloat; one-half of 
this is known to be mere water, represent- 
ing no invested capital and entitled to 
no dividends whatever. How much does 
the other half represent of capital ac- 
tually paid in and honestly expended ? 
There are also over $20,000,000 in bonds. 
What were the proceeds from these and how 
were they expended ? When these questions 
have been candidly and honestly answered, 
the public should be informed as to the de- 
tails of the expenses of operating this system 
of roads. What lawyers’ fees, lobby dis- 
bursements, &c., are included ? * There is a 
very firm conviction im this ; community, 
which nothing but clear and unequivocal 
evidence can shake, that the elevated rail- 
roads, under honest and efficient manage- 
ment, can earn enough from five-cent fares 
to pay their operating expenses, keep the 
structures and rolling stock in good condi- 
tion, pay their just ratio of taxes, and render 
a good return on the money actually invested 
in their construction and equipment. No 
statistics have yet been furnished which dis- 
turb this conviction. 


AN INOFFENSIVE MINISTRY. 

‘If the French newspapers understood the 
value of what the English pleasantly call 
the “‘ vulgar American practice of ‘inter- 
viewing,’’’ they might do the republic a 
great service by printing the opinions of 
prominent and representative men not in 
the Chamber upon the present crisis. The 
most careful foreign observers of the course of 
political affairs in France represent the mass 
of the people as being entirely unmoved by 
the imaginary perils which have produced 
such a commotion among the Ministers and 
Deputies. If these calmer views could in 
some way find expression, as they inevitably 
would in this country, they would have a 
salutary effect in official circles and would 
comfort and reassure our London contem- 
poraries, some of which are needlessly 
alarmed for the immediate ‘future of 
France. The republic dies daily in the 
dispatches which go over the wires to Lon- 
don, and the failure of a few hundred: 
prophecies of this kind to reach their ful- 
fillment seemingly has no effect upon the 
croaking * correspondents. The London 
comment upon the resignation of the Duclerc 


Ministry is that the ‘‘newsis of the most. 


momentous, character,’’ and that it is a 
“catastrophe’”’ whose ‘“‘ immediate conse- 


quénces cannot be at once divined.’’ " The. 


elements of a catastrophe are hardly discern- 
ible in the natural, peaceful, and expected 
breaking up of this Council, and it certainly 
required no skill in divination to foresee that 
a President of M. Grevy’s political timidity 
would take no step likely to lead to compli- 
cations with the Chamber. 

It has seemed probable that when M. 
Ducuierc resigned either M. pz FREYCINET 
or JuLEs Ferry would receive the execu- 
tive summons to form a new Ministry. Char- 
acteristically enough, M. Grevy sent for the 
weaker man of the two. But-M. Furry 
evidently has no liking for so responsible an 
office in these stormy times, and the choice 
fell on M. Fatureres, who has the valuable 
qualification of. never having offended any- 
body by the ardor of his republicanism or the 
energy of his public action. , He was one 
of the ‘‘868’’ who resisted in the Chamber 
the attempt of, the 16th of May, and during 
the past six months he has served the State 


in a modest and inconspicuous way #8 Min- 


ister of the Interior and of Public Worship. 
It is needless to say that in this position he 
did not follow in the footsteps of Pau. 
Bert. M. Fautreres appeared in the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday with his 
patched-up and ‘‘ warmed over’’ Ministry, 
which includes all of his late colleagues save 
MM. Ducizrc, Briiiot, and JAUREGUIBER- 
ny. The displacement of these three gen- 
tlemen and the elevation of M. FaLiirres 
to the Premiership are the sole results of 
this ‘‘catastrophe.”” It is what the French 
might call a crisis manquée. 

This change does not clear the political 
atmosphere much. The radical and best 
possible solution of the difficulty would be 
the dissolution of the Chamber and a new 
election. President Grevy is reported to be 
firmly resolved on this course. Of course, 
it will send a cold chill of apprehension 
down the sensitive spines of the Paris corre- 
spondents if he carries this resolve into 
effect, and adds the excitement of 
ap electoral contest \to the awitation 
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caused by Prince NaPo.Eon’s manifesto,, 
the ex-Empress’s visit of ‘‘family solidari-. 
ty,’’ and the.stories of the deadly prepara- 
tions of the Legitimists, with their legions 
of ‘*Catholic working men’”’ and ‘their 600 
horses. ° In truth, it is precisely such an ex- 
citement . as, this that the republic needs 
—something ; to draw; public — attention 
away «, from % the « feverish ~ capital ~ to 
the undisturbed © provinces, where . people | 
are going quietly about © their © daily 
tasks, marrying and giving’ in marriage, 
putting ,up ‘‘doctored’’* Chambertin , and 
Chfteau Larose for ‘the American ‘market,’ 
and moved neither by the.love nor by the 
fear of, pretenders. A { general ; election 
would have : a powerful * steadying ! effect 
upon § the - republic by bringing the 
silent | masses of voters - to. the " fore 
in the; exercise { of their! chief political 
function.’ It would give the needed oppor- 
tunity for the bright young men who were 
best known as disciples of M. Gamperra to 
“go on the’stump” and expound for the 
benefit of the’ people ‘the teachings of their 
late master in political wisdom, and a little 
‘of his courage and confidence, even at sec- 
ond hand, would go far to check the spirit 
of persecution, . born’ half of intolerance, 
half of senseless alarm, which has prompted 
this insane desire} to pitch: the Imperialiats 
and Orleanists neck: and heels over the bor-, 
der. 

But, of course, the most valuable outcome 
of the elections would be a new Chamber in 
place of ' the present body of trading politi- 
cians and petty local ‘‘bosses,”’ to whose 
want of wisdom and patriotism the recent 
troubles of France are chiefly due. It ought 
not to be difficult to obtain the Senate’s con- 
sent to a dissolution, and with the return of 
a new set of Deputies it would be possible 
to form a Ministry of men strong enough to 
deliver the republic out of the quicksands 
in which she has lately- been floundefing. 
M. Rreor rightly’ said during the debate 
yesterday that the need of the time was 
greater stability in the Ministry. The short- 
est road to this desirable end is an appeal to 
the electors to send up to Paris a body of 
Deputies more worthy to represent them 
than those chosen in 1881. 
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_ Conflicts have occasionally taken place at 
the doors of meeting-houses between the 
partisans of ‘rival ministers. which have 
caused a good deal of very painful scandal. 
For example, the Rev.’ Mr. Smith is the 
choice of one-half of/a certain congrega- 
tion and the other half prefers Mr. Brown. 
If these two parties are each determined 
that its favorite shall preach on some given 
Sunday there must be a conflict either with- 
in or without the meeting-house, and in 
most instances the front door has been made 
the scene of battle. - Of course, such a con- 
flict is a most unpleasant affair,‘ but the 
difficulty has been to find any less scandal- 
ous way of putting the right man in the 
pulpit and keeping the wrong man out.’ 
Such a plan has at last been discovered in’ 
the town of MclIvor, Minn., and the dis- 
covery will be warmly appreciated by min- 
isters and Deacons of a strategical ‘turn of 
mind. 

The Seventh Congregational Society of: 
MclIvor has for a long time been torn by an 
intermal feud. 7A large party, headed’ by 
Deacon Smedley, has been anxious to install 
the Rev. Mr. Bloodgood as the authorized 
preacher, while another party, equally large,, 
has insisted that the Rev. Mr. Patton, who 
for ten years has been the regular Pastor of 
the society, should retain his place. 

On the first Sunday in January the Blood- 
good party assembled at the meeting-house 
at half-past nine A. M., placed their favorite 
in the pulpit, and locked the meeting- 
house * doors. At half-past _ ten, \ while 
Mr.. Bloodgood was in the © mid- 
dle: of his sermon, the Patton’ party 
arrived and attempted to break open the 
doors. The Bloodgoodites held the fort 
gallantly, and the enemy was finally re- 
pulsed, leaving three bonnets and a wig on 
the field of battle. Not at all discouraged 
by this defeat, the Pattonites appealed to law 
and obtained an injunction against the 
Bloodgoodites forbidding the latter to pre- 
vent any member of the congregation from 
entering the meeting-house, It was sup- 
posed that this measure would simply 
transfer the next fight from the front door 
to the interior of the meeting-house, but on 
the next Sunday the Bloodgoodites made no 
disturbance, and the public was greatly dis- 
appointed. 

The ~ Seventh _ Congregational , meeting- 
house stands on the top of a steep, conical 
hill, and its front door is approached by four 
steep steps. On Saturday night, the 20th of 
January, the weather being exceedingly cold, 
a number of Bloodgoodites secretly assem- 
bled at the meeting-house, accompanied by 
a fire-engine. » They first ‘‘ banked up’’ the 
steps by covering them with snow, carefully 
trampled down so as to make a solid mass, 
and they then covered this with water until 
it was an inclined plane of ice of glassy 
smoothness. They next turned their atten- 
tion to the hill, and with the help of the 
fire-engine covered it with about four inches 
of ice in every direction from the meceting- 
house. » This done they wended their way 
homeward without , difficulty, being well 
supplied with those ingenious attachments 
for the sole of tthe shoe known as “‘ creep- 
ers,’ which enable the wearer to walk with 
confidence on the most slippery ice. 

On the following Sunday morning Mr. 
Bloodgood and Deacon Smedley, followed 
by the entire Bloodgood party, every mem- 
ber of which was equipped with ‘‘creep- 
ers,” approached the meeting-house. At 
the foot of the hill they found a crowd of 
indignant Pattonites, who were totally un- 
able to make their way over the ice. > A few 
of the bolder spirits were ‘trying to climb 
the hill on their hands and knees, and Mr. 
Patton was cutting steps In the ice with a 
hatchet, and had by this means compassed 
nearly half the ascent. Near to him was 
an enthusiastic female adherent, who had 
recklessly transferred her woolen stockings 
from the inside to the outside of her shoes, 
and by careful walking had successfully 
ascended Mr. Patton’s ice-steps. At inter- 
vals a climbing Pattonite would slip and 
descend the hill with awful velocity, but he 
would promptly pick himself up again and 
try once more to make his way up the slope. 

Mr. Bloodgood and his friends were 
greatly shocked at the spectacle. ‘‘ This 
desecration of the Sabbath by sliding down 
hill is simply awful.’ said the indignant | 


minister; towhich Deacon Smedley loudly: 
replied that ‘‘he didn’t know as he knew. 
‘which was wuss, to slide down hill like them 
graceless backsliders orto work at ice-chop- 
ping on the Sabbath like that unhappy man 
Patton.’’ « Thus ‘bearing their testimony 
against Sabbath-breaking, the Bloodgoodites 
marched firmly up the hill on their ‘‘ creep- 
ers,”’ and entered the meeting-house singing, 
‘‘Onward, Christian soldiers,’’ while the 
Pattonites slipped on the ice and ruined 
their clothing and their tempers without ap- 
proaching any nearer to their desired goal. 


The service was half over before the Pat-" 


tonites thought of salt. , With the help of salt, 
the sun’s rays, and a quantity of hatchets, 
the majority of them had managed to get 
within about two rods of the meeting-house, 
when Mr. Bloodgood dismissed his congre- 
gation and instantly assembled them again 
in the capacity of a ‘church meeting.’ 
Charges of Sabbath-breaking in connection 
with sliding dowh hill and working at path- 
making were promptly preferred against all 
the leading Pattonites, and as no doubt of 
their guilt existed they were excommuni- 
cated. Just as the meeting adjourned the 
advance guard of | Pattonites ‘ reached the 
front door, and it was clearly by accident 
that one of them was upset by the Blood- 
goodites as they passed out, and that in his 
fall he precipitated eleven Pattonites to the 
extreme foot of the hill. 

We thus see how, by the use ‘of lawful 
means, and without the least resort to force, 
people can be kept from entering a meeting 
house that is favorably situated—provided 
the weather iscold. The triumph of the 
Bloodgoodites ought to be full of suggestions 
to hostile factions in other congregations, 
and will lead, it is hoped, to the orderly set- 
tlement of questions which have hitherto 
been settled only by disgraceful riots or ap- 
peals to worldly tribunals.

Un- 
der the civil service arrangements in this country 
it very rarely happens that any official abroad, no 
matter what his merits, has a full chance of proy- 
ing them. Mr. Moran presents one of the very 
few instances of this which we can recall, aud we 
only wish we could also record that Mr. Moran’s 
silent worth had met on all sides such recognition 
as has been accorded to Sir E>pwarpD ARCHIBALD. 
The latter's glance last night at the events in this 
ceuntry during the mementous quarter of a cen- 
tury.in which he has resided here must 
have awakened many interesting recollections 
among his. audience. It must be one of 
the most ; gratifying : reflections of a public 
servant who has known so well how to prove his 
fidelity and devotion to the United Kingdom, while 
at the same time he shows his affection for the 
United States by preferring it as his permanent 
home, that he leaves offiee with the relations be- 
tween those countries in which he is most dearly 
interested on so satisfactory a basis. The only dark 
spot blurring these agreeable international rela- 
tions is Ireland, and if the long experience of men, 
events, and public feeling in this country, which Sir 
Epwakp has enjoyed, could serve to enable him to 
open the eyes of his Government te the unwisdom 
of its present course in defying a reasonable na- 
tional sentiment in Ireland, and thus indefinitely 
prolonging a miserable struggle, fraught with 
chronic exasperation to both parties and paralysis 
to the social and industrial progress of one, he 
would perform a service which, however impertant 
the many he has rendered, would, in comparison, 
throw them far into the background.

In the last issue of the Medical Gazette, re- 
ferring to the controversy excited by his paper on 
sewer gas poisoning—the “ Struggle for Life Against 
AXstheticism and Modern Civilizatien”—read be- 
‘fore the New-York Academy of Medicine, Dr. Ham- 
ILTON cites some remarkable facts related in the 
London Lancet by Dr. W. N. TsursFiexp, of Bir- 
mingham, England, who has traced a specific case 
of diphtheria to the temporary exposure of the pa- 
tient to gas from sewers that he knew to be con- 
taminated with diphtheritic emanations from a 
house situated on its route. When opened and ex- 
amined by a surveyor the pipe produced in the lat- 
ter a severe attack of the disease. In a similar way 
Dr. W. O. Keatine, of Philadelphia, has traced 
many eases of typhoid, measles, diphtheria, and 
scarlet fever to the agency of sewer-pipes and 
drain-pipes carrying the disease from one house 
to another, and thus forming a subterranean 
passageway for the circulation of infectious or 
contagious matter from house to house. In Hart- 
ford, Conn., recently aman died from erysipelas 
caused by the emanations of an open waste-pipe in 
hisroom. This view of the propagatien of dis- 
eases of contagious cast by the conveyance of their 
germs from house to house through these subter- 
ranean passages is one teo novel and startling—too 
well-founded in fact—to be passed over without 
comment, and it is to be hoped that the discussion 
will be continued until the last facts of the subject 
have been uncovered. Dr. Joszrm RicuHaRpson, 
of the University of Pennsylvania, speaking 
of this question in a late issue of the Medical News, 
declares that not only are the sewage pipes of 
large cities nurseries for the development of in- 
fectious matter and of contagia vive of all descrip- 
tions, but they furnish one of the leading agencies 
in the dissemination of diphtheria, typhoid, scarlet 
fever, and other contagious disorders. The water- 
trap—usually regarded as an efficient safeguard 
for excluding sewer gas from our dwellings—and 
ether ingenious traps described by sanitary engi- 
neers, he considers rather as excellent contrivanees 
for securing the result that they are intended to 
prevent. He finds that, while serving their pur. 
pose for a little while, the interior surfaces of traps 
of all kinds soon beeome coated with a slimy veg- 
etable lining which gradually extends to the house 
side of the pipe; the contrivance, from this point 
of view, forming rather a depot for the evolution 
of gases of decay and disease germs than a pre- 
ventive of their entrance, and enabling them to 
enter our houses threugh closets, sinks, wash- 
stands, Se. That this whole question should be at 
once reinvestigated by the New-Yerk Health 
Board, in the light of these recent facts and dis- 
ooveries, is a conclusion toe patent te need more 
than a suggestion, considering the urgency of our 
yearly increasing death rate and the eauses thereof 


as found in diseases of zymotic type. 
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The recent death of Baron Manrrin in Eng- 
land recalls the fact that this learned jurist, who 
took on the silk as Queen’s Counsel, owed his 
position as much as anything else to his thoreugh 
acquaintance with horse-racing. Plain Samvr. 
Martin, who was an Irishman, read law in Dublin, 
and coming over to Eugland, had a moderate 
practice. Such leisure as he enjoyed he devoted 
to his favorite amusement of seeing horses run 
over the course. Though by no means a horsey 
man, while attending the Assizes at York he 
would spend his Sundays in driving over 
to Malten and looking over the favorites 
in some of the famous stables. Such ao- 
quaintanee as he had with the turf was to 
be of immense value to him in after-life. In 1844 
Was runa race which in sporting annals has be- 
come historical. Lord Grorce BEentTInck was then 
in his prime, and devoted to the turf. In that 
year horse-racing in England had sunk to its 
lowest ievel. The “ Welshers” had everything 
their own way, and the Derby and Goodwood 
were inthe hands of the rebbers and swindlérs. 
The winner of the Derby in 1844 was apparently 
Kunning Hein, Col, Prxex’s horse Oriando being 
seeond. Col. Psex elaimed the stakes, on the 
ground that Running Rein was not the horse 
which was known by that name, but anether 
animal—being, im fact, a bay colt by The 
Saddier, out of Mad, by Duncan Gray—and 
that he was a 4-year old. The Stewards of 
the course then paid the Derby stakes into 
the Court of the Exchequer, and the famous 
action Woop versus PEEL was commenced for the 
money. Mr. Cockgcrn, afterward Lord Chief- 
Justice, wes for Woop, and opened in a most 
agvsressive manner with a vehement enslaucht on 
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Lord Groner Bextrxck. Opposed to - we. 
P.: Woon, afterward Lord Hacrwrnce. waptinel 
showed that he was a complete novice in the in 
tricacies of the tarf. It was on Mr. Manrm that 
the whole real work of the case rested. Sa 
thorough was his knowledge of horses and 
business that the shrewdest trainer or jocke 
could give him no points. On the third day of thig 
remarkable trial Baron Auperson demanded thaj 
Running Rein should be produced. But Run 
ning Rein was non inventus, having been spirited 
away. A balf-brether of this horse, having beer 
killed after an accident, had been buried some 
where, and on the order that the beast should bi 
exhumed and his head brought into the court, it 
was found that the animal had been decapitated! 
After the verdict had been given for the defense, 
mainly through Martin’s efforts, the learned coun- 
sel became a member of Parliament frem Ponte 
fract in 1847. In 1850 he was appointed a Baron oj 
the Exchequer, and among other distinctions wat 
elected an honorary member of the Jockey Ciub, 
Born in 1801, even to the last he seems to have 
loved to talk of horses and to recall the triumpba 
of Hogerthorpe, one of the winners of the Goods 
wood cup, in which racer he hed an interest. 
ce 
Agricuiture in Japan is the chief industry, 
and peculiar. Field farming has always been un- 
known; the tillage is really gardening, of the most 
therough character, on garden farms averaging 
half an acre in size, one-half the entire population 
being farmers. Much of the land bears Winter ag 
well as Summer crops, the thoroughness of spade 
or mattock cultivation and the careful fertilizing 
yielding larger returns and preserving the viger of 
the soil better than the more superficial Westerg 
methods; irrigation is universally practiced also, 
although the annual rain-fall is greater than on the 
regious ef largest precipitation in this country. 
The fee of the land, once in the feudal lord, is now 
held by the farmer. The Japanese archipelago ex- 
tends over fifteen degrees of latitude, and the cnl- 
tivated areas range from the sea level to 10,000 feet 
altitade. Of the 50,000,000 acres of tillable land, lesg 
thar one-feurth is as yet under cultivation, owing 
tothe lack of roads, most of the carrying being 
still performed by ‘‘ packing” on the backs of mules 
and men. But the cultivated area is extending and 
will extend further with the inorease of roads and 
external commerce. Grazing is still tocome. An- 
imal food has been prehibited by poverty and re- 
ligious temets; horses and cattle have been very 
few, vegetables and fish having been the sole food; 
woolen elothing was formerly unknown. Hence 
the farmyard, as a fertilizer, has been wholly 
wanting, night soil having been the principal re- 
lianee; the introduction of other fertilizers and of 
farm stock will, of course, work a revolution. The 
great staple of the country is rice, employing more 
than half the tilled areain Summer; the alluvial 
and lowland spots average 40 bushels per acre, and 
sometimes go upashighas60and70. Wheat, of the 
variety known here as Winter, is grown every- 
where, yielding 20 bushels per acre; it is grown in 
furrows, cultivated by the mattock, cut by a hand 
knife, thrashed py the flail, winnowed by hand, 
and “packed” in sacks; ground in the most 
ancient of hand mills, it is eaten in the form 
of unfermented cakes. An unsuccessful attempt 
was once made to export it. Barley is mere 
important than wheat, and is grown and used in 
much the same way. Sugaris produced from Chi- 
“nese sorghum; the crop is about 65,000,000 pounds, 
about half of the entire censumption. Tohdacco is 
also an important product, and $217,000 worth wag 
exported in 1880. Beaas, peas, and other legumi- 
nous plants, more than 40 varieties in all, are a 
specially important class of foodin Japan. Chest- 
nuts are also largely eaten. The Irish potato ig 
grown only near the open ports for foreign con- 
sumption, but there are five varieties of the sweet 
potato, aud they ure very cheap. The onion, pars- 
nip, carrot, and turnip are staple foods; lily bulbs 
are grown in several varieties and eaten, and a 
miscellaneous variety of other vegetables is grown 
on land which also yields a rice crop in Summer 
and a cereal erop in Winter, the common practica 
being to sow other things ‘“ between,” as pump- 
kins are sown with us. The importance of tea as 
a Japanese crop is well known. Flax is not grown 
in the ceuntry. Hempef uncommonly good qual- 
ity is produced, but its importance is lessened by 
the imperfeetion of the methods of cleaning it 
from resinous matter. The mulberry is extending 
its area. There is, of course, room fer foreign 
tools and methods, but the~thoroughness of tha 
existing hand tillage is proved by its results. With 
the mattock (or broad-edged pick) alone the soil is 
pulverized until not a lump is left, and with the 
little old Chinese plow the soil is gone over four to 
eight times. The farmer is seen plewing with his 
cow for the eighth time in the year; he works 
compests in, and gives his growing crops three to 
ten liquid applications at their reots. One acre is 
said to have yielded 70 bushels of rice, with 344 
tons of straw, and its owner was then preparing it 
for a Winter crop of not less size.

WHY THE SPARRING EXHIBITION 
DID NOT TAKE PLACE. 

(ACR AND SLADE ARRESTED AT THEIR HO- 
TEL AND THOUSANDS OF DISAPPOINTED 
MEN TURNED AWAY FROM THE GARDEN. 

/ There was weeping and wailing and gnasb- 

Yng of teeth Jast night in a certain portion of the 

community. Mr. Jem Mace, the eminent English 

pugilist, and Mr. Herbert A. Slade, the New-Zea- 
jand giant, were “ knocked out” in one round by 
the stalwart Police Captain Williams. It hsa been 
published far and wide that in the Madison-Square 
Garden last evening Mr. Mace;would formally intre- 
fiuce his gigantic pupil, Mr. Slade, to a New-York 
andience. Many tickets of admission and 
boxes were sold~ by Mr. Mace in his tours 
pf the drinking saloons during his short stay 
in this City, and yesterday bankers, brokers, 
and others sent to the Police Gazette office for 
boxes. Mr. Richard K. Fox was in great glee, and 

‘while Mr. Mace held an infermal reception in one 

pf Mr. Fox's parlors Mr. Slade was kept busily 

employed in counting tickets im another room, 

Visions of bags of greenbacks fiitted be- 

fore Mr. Mace’s eyes, and pugilists great 


nnd smal! asked the privilege of taking partin the 
rformance, which it was understood was for 

r. Mace’s benefit. Mr. Thomas Eurley, of Bos- 
ton, who wore a cluster diamond pin as large as a 
trade dollar, informed his admirers that he was 
the first gentleman who sparred with Mr. Sullivan, 
and. that he intended te accompany Mr. Mace and 
Mr. Slade to England in April next. Mr. Mace, Mr. 
Slade, Mr. Earley, and Mr. Harding deseended the 
staircase and hastily entered a coach in waiting. 
The party was carriea to the Metropolitan Hotel, 

und there over a basket of champagne the bril- 
liant outlook was discussed. 

; At 5 o’clock last evening Capt. Williams, in 
civilian’s dress, might have been seen walking 
down Broadway at a leisurely gait, and smoking a 
long nine. A smile played upon his handsome 
countenance until he reached the entrance to the 
Metropolitan Hotel. ‘Then the smile vanished. 
When he entered the rotunda he glanced about 
him as though in quest of nothing of consequence, 
and wes led isto conversation by some of the 
friends of the eminent pugilists. One of these 
gentlemen said that both Mr. Mace and Mr. Slade 
were asleep in their respective couches, taking 
much-needed rest prior to their appearance 
on the 24-foot platferm. Capt. Wuliams 
pautiously approached the elevatcr and re- 
guested the conductor to show him to 
the reoms occupied by the pugilists. Room No. 
B36 was nsed by Mr. Mace. The Captain knocked 
pn the door, and and a musical voice responded, 
“Come h’in!"" The Captain entered. Mr. Mace 
"vas in bed. He was unacquainted with the Cap- 
tain, but the latter introduced himse!f by saying: 
“I am Capt. Williams, and I have a warrant 
for your arrest.” Mr. Mace was amazed. He 
Tubbed his eyes and looked hard at the Cap- 
tain. Then he said, “Vy, Capting, you are a 
. jokin’, h’aint you?’ “Not very much,” answered 

Captain, and he produced the warrant. 

Capt. Williams then went tothe adjeining room, 
occupied by Mr. Slade, and knocked on the door. 

timid * Come in” was heard by the Captain. 

e opened the door. The room was dark, 
and the Captain asked, “Is Slade here?” 
An afiirmative reply was heard. Then the 
Captain lighted a match. He afterward said that 
he had no intention of encountering a wild 
man in the dark. Mr. Siade was informed 
that the was a prisoner, and he meekly 
answered, ‘All right.” The Captain, with Mr. 
Mace and Mr. Slade, descended to the rotunda and 
hastened to a coach. While riding up Broadway 
the Captain explained to the much-dismayed pugi- 
Jists that warrants had been obtained by Inspector 
Therne for their arrest, upon the ground that their 
exhibition might tena to a breach of the peace, 
on it was alse explained that their sparring exhi- 
ition might come under the law ferbidding prize- 
fights, as they intended to spar for the ‘gate re- 
veipts” at Madison-Square Garden. When Mr. 
Mace and Mr. Slade stood at the desk in the 
Thirtieth-street station-house, Sergt. Westervelt 
Inscribed their names, ages, &c., in his big register. 
The pugilists were told that they might be admitted 
to bail pending their appearance at the Jefferson 
Market Police Court this morning. Mr. Mace sug- 
gested Mr. Harry Hillas bondsman for Mr. Slade 
and himself. Mr. Hill wassent for. He was fever- 
ish when he arrived, and said something about the 
striking of aterrible blow at ‘*h’athletic sports.” 
Mr. Mace and Mr. Slade were each required to 
give bonds in $500 each. Mr. Hill furnished the 
security, and took the pugilists in a coach to his 
hotel in Houston-street. 

At 7 o’clock thousands were on their way to the 

m-Square Garden, and a large force of Po- 
officers patrolled the sidewalks in the front and 
rear of the building. The lighting of the Garden 
was begun and the doors werethrownopen. Then 
tuspector Thorne entered and informed the Super- 
ent that no performance would take place. 

e lights were immediately extinguished and the 
tloors were closed. Then for over an hour the 
Police officers drove thousands of men and boys 
from the neighborhoed. The officers became 
boarse as they shouted, *‘ No performanee.”’ Every 
moment coaches were rattled up to the Madison- 
Ryvenue entrance. The occupants of the ceaches 
id not alight. The drivers quickis learned the 
state of affairs and drove rapidly away without 
treubling his mgers with information. Mr. 
Harding consulted with Police officers, and occa- 
Bionaliy opened a coack door and said some- 
thing in a mournful way to the gentlemen 
within. Sporting society was grief-stricken. In- 
spector Thorne said to a Times reporter: “The 

lice will give the pugilists a chance to have the 

w interpreted tothem. It was eminently fitting 
that we sbould prohibit this perfermance. If we 
had raided some exhibition im a ceilar we would 
have been told that we should have flown higber. 
To-night we have flown as high as we could, We 
Snatched the emperors in the pugilistic world.” In 

. Mr. Hill’s parlors Mr. Mace and Mr. Slade grieved, 
and could not be comforted. Bottle after bottle 
was opened, but they were not cheered. They 
agreed that a cruel blow had been struck at asport 

“wot h’every gentleman likes.”’ Mr. Richard K. 

Fox said,in a determined manner, that the ques- 

tion of the legality of such exhibitions as that pro- 

posed in the Madison-Square Garden last night 
would be tested at any cost. He directed his pri- 
vate counsel to appear in behalf of Mr. Mace and 

Mr. Siade in the Jefferson Market Police Court 

this morning. 

It seems that on Saturday evening President 
French, of the Police Board, received a letter from 
Mayor Edson. The Mayor wrote that he was io- 
formed that an exhibition, or ‘“ practically a prize- 
fight,” between “ those men who have recently 
arrived in this City,’ was totake place last even- 
ing. He called President French’s attention to an 
pinion delivered by the Corporation Council on 
Aug. 8, 1882, relating to glove-fights. President 
French yesterday replied that the Police Commis- 
sioners had taken measures to prevent any viola- 
tion of the law. Superintendent Walling and In- 
spector Thorne visited the Mayor's office and ex- 
plained that to the best of their knowledge no 
prize-fight was contemplated. The Mayor ear- 

the subject, and the Superintend- 
ent and Inspector withdrew. They made no sign 
to those who inqaired the result of their visit that 
they intended to rrocure warrants for the arrest 
of Mr. Mace and Mr. Slade. The Inspector went to 
the Jefferson Market Police Court, however, and 

p such warrants. The documents were 

given to Capt. Williams. He was told to serve 
them, and he did. 

Two or three hundred peeple, mainly from Bos- 
ton and Philadelphia, held an ‘indignation meet- 
ing’’ at the Putnam House, opposite Madison-Square 
Garden, during the evening. They all joined im de- 
nourcing the managers of the exhibition, and 
declared that Jem Mace, Slade, and all the 
rest of the rrize-fizhters, except Sullivan, were 
people who fought with their months instead of 
their fists, and that there “wasn’t bloed enough 
In the whole of them to make a square fiebt.” 
They counted up the sums they had paid out 
to. see the friendly fistic conversation, decided 
that it was money badly invested, went and played 
faro in Sixth-avenue, and had to walk home. 
Originally they meant well sone by New-York, 
but New-Yorkers were too many for them, and the 
representatives of the provincial cities had te 
pocket their losses and their chagrin at the same 
time, and all of them would be willing to bet that 
the best way toget rich in New-York is to keep 
away from it.

ANOTHER NEW STEAM-SHIP. 

The new steam-ship Ludgate Hill, of the 
Bill Line, arrived yesterday morning from Liver- 
pool after a stormy passage of 23 days. Capt. 
Allen reports that a series of strong gales from 
south-west to west-north-west prevailed the whole 
time. On the 19th, when in mid-ecean, a sea broke 
over the stern of the steam-ship, and, sweeping 
forward, caused censiderable damage. Three of 
the boats were carried away and twe more 
were stoye. The bulwarks were torn badly 


end nearly everything movable was swept 
rom the decks. One of the sailors was 
nocked from his feet and seriously injured. 
The Chief Engineer reported that two blades 
of the starboard propeller had broker off. During 
the remainder of the voyage the port engine was 
principally relied upon to drive the vessel through 
thestorm.

A LARGE JUDGMENT SET ASIDE. 


JUDGE DANIELS’S DECISION IN THE SUIT 
AGAINST THE CREDIT MOBILIER. 

Judge Daniels, in Sapreme Court, Chambers, 
yesterday. rendered a decision setting aside the 
judgment fer $1,299,347 14 obtained by default 
against the Crédit Mobilier of America and in favor 
of the Union Pacific Railway. The claim was that 
the Trastees of the Oakes Ames contract paid to 
the Crédit Mobilier money to which it was not en- 
titled and which should have been accounted for 
to the railway company. Jay Gould, as President 
of the Crédit Mobilier, was served with the papers, 


but made no defense, and the judgment stated 
Was entered on Oct. 24, 1882. Oliver Ames and 
other stockholders of the Crédit Mobilier, after 
vainly trying to have Gould do so, made applica- 
tion to Judge Daniels to huve the judgment set 
aside onthe ground of collusion between Gould 
and the railway company. 

In deciding the application Judge Daniels takes 
occasion to show thata stockholder of acorpora- 
tion may either bring suit or defend one where the 
corporation itself is the proper party to de so, when 
the Directors are guilty of a fraud or a breach of 
trust, or are proceeding ultra vires. He adds re- 
garding the present application: ‘* While the fact 
itself has been controverted, the evidenee proauced 
for that parpose has not entirely removed the con- 
viction which the applicant’s papers were calcu- 
lated to produce, that the officers of the cor- 
poration have violated their trusts by allowing 
this judament to be recovered by default against 
it. * * The papers presented on the part of 
the applicants clearly show that a large part if net 
the entire elaim made on behalf of the plaintiff 
has no legal foundation for its support, and that if 
a raeovery can be bad in the case for any amount 
it should be very much smaller than that for which 
the judgment has been taken. The proofs are as 
complete as the settled practice in such a case can 
properly require they should be made, and under 
ordinary circumstances it would follow from them 
that the judgment should be set aside, and leave 
should be given to interpose the proposed 
defense. The accuracy of the _ affidavits 

resented in behalf of the petitioners 

as been, however, drawn in question 
by those presented on the part of the plaintiff, and 
it may be be that, by eiving literal effect to the ex- 
planatory and opposing statements made, the judg- 
ment could be supported. But it is not the prov- 
ince of the court to try a controversy of this nature 
upon affidavits. The statements of both sides are 
entirely ex parte, and, upon an oral examination 
of the persons making them, may be deprivea of 
much of their apparent force, and for that reasen 
it has generally been considered improper to enter 
upon a critical examination for the purpose of ce- 
termining their precise effect in the decision of 
such an application. When the party applying for 
leave to defend presents the application with dili- 
gence, and sopere with a reasonable degree of 
probability in his favor, justice will be best pro- 
moted by setting aside the default and allowing a 
defense to be made, and such a deposition is ordi- 
uarily directed. This application has beem made 
within the time prescribed for that purpose, and it

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QUESTIONS:OF SUPPLY $AND* DIS-}\:

TESTIFYING } BEFORE, THE COMMITTEE 


ON THE WATER SUPPLY. 

When the committee which is considering 
the best means of increasing the City’s water sup- 
ply met in the Mayor's private office yesterday 
Secretary Camp read a number of communications 
from various persons regarding the subject before 
the committee. H. 5S. Terbell wrote that the great 
question at present was that of distributing water 
after it was brought to the City. The only relief 
for the down-town districts was the use of the 
Forty-second-street reservoir. J. J. Benier sug- 
gested to the committee that spring water should 
be used for culinary and family purposes, salt water 
for putting out fires,and river water for flushing 
streets and sewers. If this was done, he thought, 
the present aqueduct would bring water enough 
for the next 25 years. James M. Heatherton, a 
plumber, said to the committee that he believed 
extra conduits were necessary, but the distributing 
pipes were not large enough. No matter how 
many aqueducts were built, it would be utterly 
impossible, with the present pipes, to supply water 
enough to the thiekly populated tenement districts. 


Mr. Heatherton advocated dividing the City into 
districts, with a separate pipe system for each dis- 
trict. He remarked that a 36-inch pipe was bow 
laid in Nassau-street, full of water, but no one was 
allowed totap it. it was held for use at fires, but 
few fires occurred in that part of the City, and 
these were at night. The people should beallowed 
to draw from this main in the day-time, at least. 

Henry Dexter, of No. 40 West Fifty-sixth-street, 
told the committee that for 48 hours he and the 
other occupants of Fifty-sixth-street, between 
Fifth and Sixth avenues, had not hada drop of wa- 
ter. They had been obliged to berrow water from 
residents of Fifty-fifth-street to give their children 
drink. A boiler had burst in one of the houses, and 
no one could tell what might happem next. Yes- 
terday morning Mr. Dexter went to the Depart- 
ment of Public Works to ask what the mat- 
ter was. Commissioner Thompson told him 
he dian’'t know anything about it, and 
sent him to the engineers. The emgimeers said they 
didn’t know anything about it, and sent him to the 
Water Purveyor. The Water Purveyor said he 
didn’t know anything about it, and sent him to a 
Mr. Keegan. Mr. Keegan had gopve to lunch, anda 
young man in his office told him tney didn’t know 
anything about it, and he would have to go some- 
where else. Mr. Dexter added that he had been to 
the Police authorities. and could not find that there 
had been any break in the water pipes nor any 
other reason for shuttiog off the waterfrem Fifty- 
sixth-street. The fact was, he continued, that 
while he, living on the south side of Fifty-sixth- 
street, had not a drop of water, the residents on 
Fifty-fifth-street had all the water they wanted. 
—— lived in that street, and they had high 
service. 

James M. McLean. President of the Citizens’ 
Fire Insurance Company. and Herry A. Oakley, 
President of the Howard Fire Insurance Company, 
appeared before the committee as representatives 
of the Board of Fire Underwriters. Mr. McLean 
presented a resolution adopted by the under- 
writers to the effect that the Forty-second-street 
reservoir should be filled for fire purposes, at least 
until a new aqueduct was built. He spoke of the 
Fourth-avenue car stables, the Worth and South 
streets, and other large fires, and said that the 
heavy conflagration in eash case might have been 
prevented if the firemen had had an immediate 
supply of water. The underwriters believed that 
the Croton water-shed had sufficient water to sup- 
ply the City for the next 50 years if it could be 
stored, and the proposed plan for a new aqueduct 
and dam would meet the situation. For years, Mr. 
McLean continued, water could not be got above 
the first stories in the dry goods district except by 

umping. He did not believe in using salt water 

or putting out fires. It would require a new sys- 
tem of pipes. costing an enormous sum, while 
there was plenty of water to be bad from above 
the City. Mr. Oakley said that the water line of 
the Forty-second-street reservoir was almost ona 
level with the teps of the highest buildings down 
town. It was since that reservoir had been emptied 
that the scarcity was felt in the lower part of the 
City. The underwriters were in favor of a new 
Croton aqueduct, built farenough away from the 
present conduit not to be affected by an accident 
to it. The new aqueduct should be large enough to 
bring all the water needed for the next 100 years; 
that was, vot less than 18 feet from top to bottom. 
Mr. Oakley had examined the Croton Valley, and 
was satisfied that three times as much water was 
wasted as could now be used. It was wise for this 
generation to planfor the next. One of the first 
reasons, he added, for raising the insurance rates 
in the dry goods district was the lack of water. 

J. C. Campbell, ex-Chief Engineer of the Croton 
Aqueduct, speke with special reference to the 
waste Of Croton water. He believed, he said, that 
fully 50 per cent. of the supply was wasted. A 
year from now the Bronx River line would add 
20,000,000 gallons to the present daily supply. 
Thirty gallons a day for each person was water 
enough. This would be 40,000,000 gallons. Manu- 
facturing and the Fire Department would use 
about 20,000,000 gallons more. The only way to 
stcp waste was to put a meter in every house. 
This should be done at the expense of the City. 
Meters could be put in for $15 each. The patented 
inventions for checking waste, Mr. Campbell re- 
marked, were simply contrivances for boring a hole 
in front of a house, to let cold air in to freeze the 
pipes. Water enough was brought tothe City by 
the present aqueduct if the waste was stopped, but 
a new aqueduct was needed for use in case of an 
accident to the present conduit. Tunneling was 
the best way to build it, and it should at least be 
built in and not on the ground. Mr. Campbell said 
he doubted the expediency of builaing an aqueduct 
designed to carry more than the 250,000,000 gallons 
a day supplied by the Croton water-shed. 

It was ascertained yesterday that in one of the 
secret meetings of the committee, held last week, 
it wae decided toask the State Senate te extend 
the time allowed the committee until March 1, and 
to give it power tosend for persons and papers. 
Prof. Chandler. of the Board of Health, is ex- 
pected to give his views to the committee to-day. 
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ELEVATED RAILROAD © MATTERS. 


NIGHT TRAINS TO BE RESUMZD—A CONFER- 
. ENCE BETWEEN GOULD AND KNEELAND. 

' Col. F. K. Hain, the General Manager of the 
Manhattan Elevated Railway, issued orders yester- 
day to run hourly trains on the Sixth-avenue line 
from 12 o’clock midnight until 5:30 inthe morning, 
between which hours the night trains were re- 
cently discontinued. The trains will begin run- 
ning to-night and will leave eitherend of the line 
on the even hour. The “emigrant’’ or ‘“ewl” 
trains, on which fares were taken up by conductors, 
will be dispensed with by this arrangement. The 
stations will be kept open end tickets for rides will 
be sold in the usual way. 

The announcement was made in Wall-street yes- 
terday that Mr. Sylvester H. Kneeland and Mr. Jay 
Gould had had a consultation on Sunday, at the 
latter’s house, over elevated railway matters, and 
the inference was hastily drawn that the two op- 
posing parties had settled their differences. It 


seems, however, that one day last week Mr. Gould, 
as the President of the Manhattan Company, and 
Mr. Cyrus W. Fielc, as the President of the New- 
York Company, communicated with Mr. Kneeland, 
as the President of the Metropolitan, through John 
E. Body, the Secretary of the last mentioned eor- 
pon They suggested the propriety of the 

letropolitan Company taking some action on the 
Five Cent bill. Mr. Kneeland replied through 
the same channel that be thought the sub- 
ject entirely in the province of the Manhat- 
tan as the leasing and operating company. 
He, however, would be willing to eonsult with Mr. 
Gould as to the advisability of 5-cent fares and 
measures to be taken in regard to them. A meet- 
ing was appointed for Sunday a: Mr. Gould's resi- 
dence. Mr. Kneeland went thither at about 10 
o'clock, and remained for some three hours. Both 
agreed that there ought not to be legislation at 
present eompelling the companies to reduce the 
fare on the elevated roads to 5 cents. Mr. Knee- 
land and Mr. Washington E. Connor said yesterday 
that this was the only subject discussed at the in- 
terviews. 

Mr. Kneeland said he was in favor of low fares. 
The elevated railway companies could not, how- 
ever, afford at this time to carry passengers 
throughout the entire day for 5 cents. When the 
upper part of the City was fully populated the fare 
could be made 5 cents and the roads would make 
greater profits than now. Mr. Kneeland said noth- 
ing had taken definite shape in the settlement of 
the disputes between the companies. 

What is known as the Kneeland party asks that 
6 per cent. cumulative dividends shail be paid the 
Metropolitan and New-York Compaaies. Four per 
cent. dividends, if earned, are then to be paid to 
the holders of Manhattan stock and ney surplus is 
to be divided among the three companies accord- 
ing to their capital. If the merger agreement is 
declared invalid by the courts, the demand ia 
made that each eompanvy ehall stand by 
itself in the compact and that one shall not 
be subject to the other. On the other hand, if 
the merger is declared legal there shall be no first 
and second preferred stocks representing the New- 
York and Metropolitan Companies, but simply one 
preferred stock covering both companies. Nine 
per cent, on the stock, equal to $9 a share. is asked 
to make up unpaid interest to Jan. 1. The Gould 
party prepose 6 per cent. eumulative dividends for 
the New-York and Metropolitan Companies, and 
an equal division of the surplus earnings after 6 
per cent. bas been earned for Manhattan. The 
questions of abolishing second preferred stock and 
allowing Manhattan enly 4 per cent. are not con: 
ceded.

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TWO PIANO FACTORIES BURNED. 


THE LOSSES ESTIMATED AT ’$145,000—IN- 
} SURANCES FOR $120,000. 

Two piano factories were on fire early yes- 
terday morning, the second being in flames within 
an hour of the discevery of the first tire. The first fire 
was at Nos. 34and 36 University-place, owned and 
occupied by Hazleton Brothers. The buildings are 
six stories in height, have a frontage of Nova Scotia 
stone and iron, and an area of 48 by 110feet. Fire 
was discovered on the fourth floor, near University- 
place, at 4:550’clock. The engineer, John Havens, 
gave an alarm. and ran te the engine-room to put 
out his fires. He jost his nerve, and remained be- 
low until the fire was out, when many believed he 
had perished. The fire made rapid head- 
way. burning down to the third floor 
and extending laterally to the rear buildings. 
Three alarms and a special call brought 12 
engines and five hook and ladder companies, and 
a quarter of an hour afterthe engines had got to 


work it was apparent that there was danger to 

persons living in houses near the fire. W. D. 

yder's apartment-house, “The Albert,’’ at Uni- 
versity-place and Eleventh-street, was nearly op- 
posite the fire. Its occupants Were aroused with- 
out panic, and they viewed the fire from the Uni- 
versity-place windows until the fierce heat began 
to crack the windows. Policemen compelled the 
residents of Nos. 32, 88, and 40 University-place to 
seek shelter among neighbors. One family went 
out of the first named heuse, a twe-story brick and 
frame structure; three families from No. 38, and 
the Curtis family from No. 40. Mr. Lewis Curtis, 
aged 95, was wrapped in shawls and blankets 
and carried im an arm-chair to George 
Inness’s drug-store, where he remained an 
hour until he was taken home. Mr. Curtis 
is a native of Connecticut and was in the dry geods 
business. His hasty removal! and exposure did not 
harm him. The fire was at its height about 6 
o’clock. It had then traveled through the roofs of 
all the buildings and was very fierce, owing to the 
inflammable materials which they contained. The 
plate-glass windows in ‘‘The Albert,’ on the Uni- 
versity-place side, were nearly all eraeked, as 
were those of the steres on the ground floor; the 
paint on the doors, windows, and shutters of No. 
85 University-place, the residence of Major G. W. 
Dresser, were blistered, and like damage was done 
at No. 33 University-place, the residence of Mrs, 
Anna L. Aspinwall. ‘The fire slackened rapidly, 
and was fuily under control at 7:15 o'clock. 
It had gutted the buildings, from the beams 
of the third floor, but the walls stood 
well. Hazleton Brothers claimed to have a 
stock worth from $100,000 to $125,000. The 
building, put up by them in 1869, cost $80,000. They 
are insured for $55,000 on stock and $325,000 on the 
building. Their estimate of their loss was ‘** nearly 
a total.’’ Insurance experts made a lower estimate 
of the value of the stock and the loss. There is 
good salvage, and the loss om the contents of the 
building will not exeeed $70,000, while the damage 
to the building is about $20,000. The firm employed 
150 persons. Chief Bates said he had plenty of 
water and hydrants, and that his subordinates did 
well in holding the fire to the building in whieh it 
started. The loss by plate-glass cracking at “ The 
Albert” is about $1,000. At No. 32 University-place 
a little damage was done by water in J. W. Spink’s 
liquor store. and a family up stairs moved out last 
~~ through fear of the wall of the factory 
ailing. 

At 6:14 o’clock fire was found making rapid 
headway in Bebr Brothers & Co.’s piano-forte man- 
ufactory, an old five-story structure on the lots 
Nos. 292, 294, 296, and 298 Elevemth-avenue and Nos. 
552, 554, and 656 West Twenty-ninth-street. The 

roperty is owned by ex-Assemblyman R. R. Ham- 
lten. The fire started on the second floor in 
Twenty-ninth-street, near Eleventh-avenue, and 
spread like a flash. Three alarms were sent out, 
but it was a quarter of an hour before the proper 
number of engines were on the ground, some of 
them due on the call being at the University- 
place fire. Special calls were sent for En- 
gines Nos. 21 and 40,and from the Hazleton fire 
arrived Engine No. 1 and Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany No. 12. The factory was in the centre 
of a number of lumber-yards, and the firemen were 
kept busy watching for outbreak$to the leeward 
of the fire. Nothing could have saved the factory, 
and in an hour it was entirely destroyed, aud a 
pertion of the east wall went through the roof of 
the varnishing-house and stove warehouse, No. 550 
West Twenty-ninth-street, a three-story building. 
No damage was done outside of the factory. Chief 
Gicquel ordered the razing of severa! portions of 
wall that stood insecurely, and last evening only 
the chimney of the engine-room towered above the 
ruins. During the fire Private P. Feeney, of Hook 
and Ladder Company No. 4, was overcome by 
smoke, and K. Williams. of the same company, 
had his head cut by a falling‘ladder. A member of 
the firm said that they employed about 200 hands, 
and would resume business as soon as possible. 
They claim a loss of $35,000 on stock and machin- 
ery, and are insured for $20,000. The damage te 
the building is $20,000; partly insured.

TAKING THE BODY OF ARCHBISHOP HUGHES 


TO ITS NEW RESTING PLACE. 


About 100 children and a dozen men and 
women assembled in front of St. Patrick’s Church, 
(the old cathearal,) in Mott-street, yesterday after- 
noon, to witness the removal of the remainzs of the 
late Archbishop Hughes from the vault beneath 


the church, where they bad rested quietly for over 
19 years. At 2:30 P. M. William T. A. Hart, sexton 
of the cathedral, appeared in the church-yard with 
six workmen, and the wooden covers tothe en- 
tranee to the vault were removed. The men then 
descended, taking with them the new coffin in 
which the remains of the late Archbishop were to 
be deposited for tinal sepulture in the cathedral. 
The coffin is of polished red cedar. the corners 
being faced with silver, and a long wooden cross 
being raised onthe top. ‘The coftin in which the 
remains had been buried since the death of the 
Archbishop was found to be very well preserved, 
and the leaden lining is apparently as good te-day 
as it was 19yearsage. The copper plate on the 
outside was tarnished somewhat, but after being 
cleaned the inscription was found to be as clear as 
it was when first cut. The p!ate was detached and 
screwed on the cross-beam of the cross on the new 
box. It bears the inscription:

The casket containing the remains was care- 
fully deposited in the new box, which, at 3 e’clock, 
was carried into the church, where it was deposited 
on the floor in front of the altar, Vicars-General 
Quinn and Preston, Father Farley, the Cardinal’s 

rivate secretary, and the pail-bearers, the Rev. 

essrs. John Kearney, Pastor of St. Patrick’s; J. 
H. McGean, of St. Peter's; Dr. McGlynn, of St. 
Stephen’s; Dr. Burtsell, of the Church of the Epiph- 
any; Dr. Brennan, of the St. Rose of Lima; Dr. 
Everett, of the Church of the Nativity; Dr. P. J. 
MecSweeny, of St. Bridget’s, and William Wayrich, 
of the Redemptionists, all of whom were 
ordained priests under the episcopate of 
Arohbishop Hughes, awaited the remains in 
the church, but no ceremonies were performed. 
At 4:20 o’clock the coffin, preceded by Sexton Hart 
and Vicars-General Quinn and Preston, and fol- 
lowed by the pall-bearers, was borne to a heavily 
draped hearse which stood in Mott-street, in front 
of thechurch. The priests entered carriagez, and 
the procession started on its slow march tothe new 
cathedral. The route wasup Mott-street to Bleeck- 
er, through Bleecker to Broadway, up Broadway to 
Fifth-avenue, and thence to the cathedral. The 
procession attracted no attention on its way, andit 
is provable that after leaving Bleecker-street no- 
body on the route recognized it as other than an 
ordinary private funeral. At the cathedral Mrs. 
Eugene Kelly, the niece, and Mrs. Rodrigues, the 
sister,of the late Archbishop, with her children, 
were found waiting the remains, with a few citi- 
zens whom curiosity had drawn to the church. The 
pulpit was heavily draped in black, and at the 
altar six yellow wax candles, each 6% feet 
high, were burning. At the foot of the centre 
aisle, and directly in front of the sane- 
tuary, a catafalque had been erected. It 
consists of twe rising steps and a platform about 
6 feet high, eovered with black Lyons silk velvet, 
festooned with silver fringe. The centre of the 
drapery isa field of gold about 2 feet square, On 
this catafalque the remains of the late Archbishop 
were placed. There was no ceremony of any kind, 
and the relatives and priests, after seeing the casket 
properly placed, left the cathedral. This morning 
at 10 o'clock the solernn bigh mass will be sung, 
and at {ts conclusion the remains will be deposited 
in their final resting-place, in the catacombs under 
the priests’ altar of the cathedral.

HOW 170 READ THE BIBLE. 





AN INSTRUCTIVE ADDRESS .BEFORE THE 


BAPTIST PASTORS. 

The Baptist ministers listened with evident 
pleasure yesterday to an address on ** The Elocu- 
tion of the Bible,” by Prof. H. F. Read, President 
of the Etonian Institution of Elocution, in Phila- 


delphia. The first thing for public readers of the 
Bible to do, the speaker said, was to search out 
the true meaning of the Scriptural utterances. The 
next thing was to endeavor to give to each passage 
the most accurate vocal expression. There was 
no reason why as mueh pains should not be taken 
to give proper elocutionary effect to the reading 
of the Bible as to the reading of Shakespeare or 
any of the other poetical or dramatic writers. A 
monotonous or mechanical reading of Shakespeare 
would not be tolerated by an intelligent audience, 
and a monotonous, inexpressive reading of the 
Bible skould not be tolerated. ‘‘In the Bible God 
has given us the most dramatic book im the world,” 
exclaimed Prof. Read. There is as great a diversity 
of character in the Bible asin Shakespeare. It 
must be remembered, however, that there is a dis- 
tinction between dramatic and theatrical. Great 
care should be takem in reading the Bible net te 
overstep the modesty of nature. Simplicity and 
naturalness give the most effective elocutionary 
beauty to the Scriptares. 

Prof. Read analyzed various passages in the 
Bible, calling attentien to the manner in which 
they were frequently misinterpreted and pointing 
out their. true beauty and meaning. He read the 
passages as they are often readin the pulpit, and 
then read them as he thought they should be read. 
The Professor’s fine, expressive voice, graceful 
manner, and real eloquence gave an interpretation 
to many beautiful passages of the Scriptures whieh 
even the Baptist ministers are not used to hearing. 
‘be reader illustrated the necessity of exercising 
care in the use of inflections, pauses, and emphasis. 
Conscientions ministers frequently give their hear- 
ers erroneous ideas asto the meaning of Biblical 
passages pt using the wrong inflections or em- 
phasizing the wrong words. It was the duty of 
ministers to cultivate their voices, acquire correct 
pronunciation, and learn to bring out by the mod- 
ulation of their voices the leading ideas in each 
sentence or verss. Prof. Read was frequently ap- 
plauded. The chief topic for next Monday’s meet- 
ing of the Baptist Pastors will be “How May the 
Pastor, in His Work, Successfully Win Souls ?”
